was King of Tenduc, and in lieu of all 
merit had the blind love of an ambiti- 
ous Mother, capable of ſacrificing all

The Princeſs of Tartary was born 
with admirable perfe&tions, never was 
there ſeen any thing ſo fair as ſhe. The 
Charms of her Wit equal'd thoſe of 
her Beauty. She had a great Soul, a 
petfe& Virtue, and it may be ſaid that

| toher. Her Inclinations were very op-

This Diſcourſe pierc'd the Soul of 
Taxila with a new Grief, the bid the Tar- 
tar withdraw, and ſuffering her ſelf roW 
fall inco Axione's arms, a Waid whom 
ſhe tenderly loved, becauſe ſhe was al- 
together lovely : Ah! my dear Axione, 
ſaid ſhe unto her, the [ral accident: | 
which 1 ſo much ſear'd ;hath now befaln 
us, and the generous Zing i is in the «- 
chains of the mplacable Zamar.

I ſupported his "ablehce patiently, by 
cauſe it remoy'd him out of the rea 
of that barbarous enemy ; but he pre- 
cipitateth himſelf into her-hands, and 
it is the paſſion that be hath always 
had for me hat driveth him back again.

My 
Father is faint-hearted, Zamar hath her 
Victim in her Power, Timur hath no 
Virtue, and the Heavens are relolv'd 
to convince me to what heighth they 
are * 
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are irytated againſt me. But, Madam, 
continued Azione, D'ye believe that the 

King will abjure Equity alcogether, 
and that he will give fo juſt a cauſe to 
ſo many Princes that have their Eyes 
upon him, during their abode at (an- 
balu, to deteſt his Cruelty. Azione, re- 
plied Taxila, the Princes you ſpeak of 
are naturally baſe, and are moreover 
incens'd againſt the Valour of Zingis, 
who hath made them Slayes,and impos 
led upon them the Tributes that ſupport 
Zamar 's pride. Madam, anſwered Az- 
joe, among the Kings whom we lee - 
here, there may perhaps be ſome that 
are brave and generous.

The day publiſhed the aſtoniſhing 
News among the Tartars. Thoſe who 
had ſeen Zingis, both in time of War 
'. andat Cambaly, prayed for his Ruin or 
Safety, according to their different" ins 
clinations; bot there were very few 
who would not have willingly reſcued 
him from the preſent Danger. 


Undkan, the Kings of Tanguth, Cerguth, 
Ergimul, and Ung, waited upon him, 
and afrer them Philing' King of Thibet. 
The firſt four expreſt a' great deal of

.* Aſſooh as they could have acceſs to | 
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joy for the captivity of his Enemy, and 
the laſt, who with an independentKing» 
dom much more conſiderable than the 
reſt, had alſo inclinations infinitely more 
roble and generous, ſpoke boldly in 
Zingis's favour, and openly made ir 
appear, that without knowing his Per- 
ſon, he was full of Reſpe&t and Eſteem 
for his Virtue, and for that glorious Re- 
putation, which had render'd his name 
ſo famous in 4fia. Undkan frown'd at 
Philing's diſcourſe; and Zamar who 
heard it, from that time looked upon 
him as a ſuſpeGed Perſon. Never any 
could«dilcover in him inclinations un- 
becoming. a King. His Perſon was 
perfectly handſom, his Realms were 
of a vaſt extent, and owned no other 
Superiour. The neighbourhood” of 
China, which bordered on. his Domini- 
ons, was able to give him very great 
Advantages, in calling to his Aſſiſtance 
a People, who being often aſlaulted 


by 
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by the Tartars, had hitherto kept on 
the defenſive fide, but long'd for an oc- 
cafion to humble them. All theſe rea- 
ſons render'd the King of Thibet re- 
doubtable to the Tartar, who anſwer- 
ed him calmly, That Zingis was a Trai- 
tor, and that the ſecurity of his Crown 


| obliged him to keep him in Priſon. 


Philing did not think fir to importune 
further an incens'd King and Queen at 
preſent, in behalf of a Man whom he 
knew bur imperfetly, and he went 
out looking diſdainfully on four Prin- 
ces, who diſhonoured their Character 

it baſely flattering Undkan and Zamar. 
Philing from thence went ſtrait to the 
Princeſs, whither his Heart often call- 
ed him, but by reaſon of the Orders al- 
ready given out, he could neither be 
permitted to fee' her, nor the amiable 
Azione. From thence he went to lee 
Almundzar, an illuſtrious Tartar, in 
whom he had found a great deal of 
Virtue, 
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Virtue, who governed Tartary by the 
profound Knowledge which he had of 
its malt ſecret Aﬀairs, and whom 'Za- 
mar upon that account did not love. 
He was a ſincere Friend of Zmgis, and 
Philing found with him a faithful Ser- 
vant of that Prince, who having found 
mears to get off in the obſcurity of the 
night, was come to follicit Almmdzar 
to labour for his Maſter's Liberty. The 
generous Tartar had received him per. 
fetly well : bur he feared with reaſon 
tobe unable to do any thing for Zmgs, 
againſt. the fierce and ſubtle Zamar. 
They were upon this ſubje& when the 
King of Fhibet enter'd. Generous A- 
mundzar, (aid he at firſt ro the Favourite 
of Undkan, What ſhall we do for the 
Iuftrious Zing, againſt ſo many im- 
placable enemies ? Hatred, Subtilty, 
and TFreachery, are arm d againſt him ; 
and it's our Duty, whom Heaven hath

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tions, to unite Virtue, Friendſhip, and

me better? There isa Man,'my Lord, 
replied Almundzar, pointing unto the 
faithful Squire of Zmgjis, who can bet- 
ter than I give you that fatisfaftion.

| The Hiſtory of Lingis and the 
. 8 Princeſs T axila. 


OU know, my Lord, that my 
Maſter is the Son of S«knh, or 
Bahadur , firnam'd the Warriour, King 
© of the Monguls; and you are not igno- 
"| rant that amongſt the reſt of the /ſratick 
Nations, theſe have made themlelves 
be diſtinguiſhed by the undauntednels 
of their Courage, and the tri Unicy 
which they preſerve among themſelves: 
Bqbadur is of the Linage of our molt 
| ancient 
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ancient Kings, the worthy Succeſlour 
of innumerable Heroes, the Terror © 
his Enemics, and Darling of his Sub- 
jects. His Dominionsare of a vaſt Ex- 
rent. The River Tartar and Lake of 
Coras render a great part of the Coun- 
try fertile,and that deſart Region which 
comprehendeth Bargu, and reacheth to 
the Sea of Tartary, is almoſt unknown 
to thoſe who border onUndkan'sRealms. 
Bahadur had two Children of the 
Queen his Wife; the famous Zingis 
whom Fortune doth now expole in ſo 
cruel a manner, and the Princels Ze- 
nelie who was carried away by Rob- 
bers at three years of age, in a Voy» 
age which the Queen made to 
ſeek a place, the Air of which might 
be advantageousto their Health, which 
was in a languiſhing Condition. The 
lols of the innocent Zewelie brought her 
with Sorrow to her Grave, leaving the 


young Zingis the only Conlolation. of 
her 
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her affited Husband. He was firſt 
called Temuzm; but there appeared in 
him even in his Infancy, ſo much Great- 
nels of Soul and Courage, that the Peo- 
ple named hin Zingis, which is a Name 
given only to extraordinary Perſons, 
Bahadur enjoying a Son ſo worthy 
of his Aﬀe&ion, did not deſire a more 
numerous Poſterity, and made the 
Prince Zmgis the Object of all his Cares, 
who in Bow years became perfectly 
well accompliſhed. The King with 
a great deal of Pleaſure ſaw his excel- . 
lent Qualicies increaſe together. He 
knew by his firſt ſetting out, that he 
would not degenerate from ſo many 
Great Men, whole Blood ftream'd in 
his Veins, ſeeing he aſpired unto true 
Glory, loved Virtue above all things, 
and bewraicd only generous Inclinati- 
oas. When he had attained the ſeyen- 
ceenth year of his Age, be appeared of 
lo graceful a Mien, 'that never any like 
im 
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him had hitherto been feen; Bahadu# 
delighted in his preſence ; but the 
' young Prince who had thus far lived a 
peaceful Life, and whole Courage re- 
quired Buſineſs of greater Noiſe, began 
to think of leaving .his Father for ſome 
time. My Lord, ſaid he, one day un- 
eo him, Are you not ſenſible that I 
owe ſomething to the Honour which 
I have to be your Son ? Hitherto have 
been able only to teſtify my Reſpect 
unto you ; but, my Lord, this is not 
ſufficient to ſatisfy the Blood that ani- 
mateth us. The profound Peace which 
the Monguls enjoyed by your Valour, 
doth not permit meto live at Molg in per- 
petual floth.: we might one day bluſh, 
and even perhaps ſuffer for it. Tis 
time that I ſhould learn the only Occu- 
pation that is worthy of a Prince. If 
there be no War in Aſia, I muſt ſeek it 
in Exrope,and return to you with a Name

T his 
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_ This Diſcourſe flatter'd the great 
Courage of Bahadur, but the ſame time 
ic frightned the tenderneſs of his Love. 
Zingis, replied he to the young Prince, 
Neither your illuſtrious Anceſtors, not 
the moſt envious Nations, have as yer 
any thing co reproach you with, and 
you have been employ'd in a diligene 
Preparation for a glorious ripet Age, I 
love to ſee you, and [ fear to lofe you : 
Bue, my Son, notwithſtanding this, 
do nor think that I will always detain 
you'in a Country, which in the Opi- 
nion of the greateſt part of Mankind is _ 
more proper for Wild Beaſts, thars for ' 
Princes, whom Heaven hath cteated 
with ſore Merit : 1 do not- oppoſe 
that noble Emulation which attima- 
reth you ; but, my dear Zmgio, wait 
a little longer ; you know that the King 
of the Tartars doth threaten us ; he is 
perhaps ready to declare himſelf -out 
Enemy. The Triþbates which he ex- 
Acterh of feyeral Kings will certainly

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come as far as us; and then we will 
not want War. Alas, my Lord, fajd 
Zmgis interrupting him, How hard is 
it for a Man of my Age and Humour 
to delay ſuch Projects ?

|| by what you have done, 1 believe he 

j will conſider more than once upon it 
before heattack you. Inthe end, my 
Lord, thele are but uncertain Conje- 
&Etures, and if you will not permit me 
to pals the Limirs of Tartary, ſuffer me 
to. run theough all the extent thereof, 
that I may inſtruct my ſelf by tight of 
many rare things, which [ hogs only 
confuledly heard of. 

The King of the Monguls found ſo 
'much reaſon in 'the Prince's Deſign, 
* | that he conſented ac laſt co his depar- 
| 1 ture, tho' not without doing hinaſelf 
"| a great deal of Violence; E. upon 
|| — Condxion, that he ſhould not pals the 
1 Bounds 
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Bounds of Tartary, He permitted him 
to viſit Undkan's Court, with whom he 
had not yet any broil ; and Zingis fatiſ* 
fied with what he had obtained, thaughr 
on nothing elſe but ro make ready. his 
Equipage. He would not carry Kfom 
with him a great Train of Seryants;. 
becauſe a profound Peace reigned 0: 
verall the Countries through which he 
deligned to pals. Seeing I had been 
educated near his Perlon,: A favoured

The Palace-royal is withoutthe Town, 
and one of che moſt magnificent in all 
Tartary : The Gardens are vaſt and cu- 
rioully cultivated ; the Waters add un- 
ro them 2 thouſand Embelliſhments ; 
the Trees fotm a charming obſcurity, 
which the Sun in many places can ſcarce 
penetrate, and there one may walk at 
all hours. We diſcovered the Royal 
Houle from a good diſtance, and Zin» 
gis fatigu'd with the hear, ſeeing one 
| ofthe Gates of the Garden open, .and 
| |!! Kept by none, had a mind to enter into 
it 
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ic and refreſh himſelf ſome moments, 
pointing with his hand to a olace 
where he commanded us to wait for 
him. Although he had already made 
a great Journey,there was nothing neg- 
lected about him, and the magnificence 
of his Habit ſetting off the luſtre of his 
good Mien, one may lay that he ap- 
pear'd to be ſomething more than hu- 
mane. 

He admired the Beauty of theſe Gar- 
dens, which certainly is extraordinary, 
he walk'd in them with pleaſure, and 
thought of returning to us, when cro- We; 
ling an Alley, he ſaw art che end thereof 
ſeveral perſons together, and diſtin- 
guiſh'd amongſt the reſt ſome Women. 
As he is nothing leſs than fearful, he ad- 
vanc'd with a great deal of boldnek,and 
as he drew nearer, he perceiv'd that 
theſe Women were of the highelt Qua- 
lity, by the reſpect that was ſhew d un- 
zo them: He was defirous to know 
more of them, and therefore walked 
C 3 faſter ; 
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faſter; but a Man breaking off 


from the reſt came up to him, and 


looking upon him with a diſdainful air; 


Ho! Who arc thou, ſaid he unto him 


haughtily , 'thac violating the ſacred 
Laws of the place, comeſt inlolently to 
fail in the reſpe& thou oweſt to the Ma- 
jeſty of 'the Princeſs of Tartary? Art 
thou jgnorant that no Stranger dareth 
roappear before her, without being in- 
troduced according to the uſual Cu- 
Roms? and is it to brave thoſe who 
follow her that thou comeſt thus fo ex- 


-Poſe thy ſelf to our juſt Fury ? - 


Zmg# was not accuſtom'd unto ſuch 
Diſcourſes, and this manner of accoſt- 
ing him ſurpriz'd him : His A&tion ap- 
peat'd unto him innocent, and the Tar» 
fars incivility incenſing him: I am a 
Man, reply'd he, who am not born to 
give an account of what I pretend to 
do : I would jnſtifie my ſelf roche Prin- 
ceſs, but I do not know how to give thai 
ſatisfaQtion to the Subjects of Undkan. 

. | He 
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He who heard Zingis, was too haughs 
ty not to be incens'd with that Anſwer; 
*rwas Timur, whom the Titles of King 
of Tendur, and Son of the Tartarian 
ueen, had ſwell'd with Pride even to 
Infolency ; and though that CharaQter 
of Grandeur which appear'd over all 
the Perſon of the .Hongul Prince, ought 
to have ſtay d his hand, ſeeing himſelf 
back'd in his baſe Delign, he drew his 
Sword, and lifted up his Arm to ſtrike 
Zmgis; but how fatal had his Raſhneſs 
like to have prov'd unto him: The 
rerrible Zingis prevented him by ſo 
heavy a blow on the Head that he laid 
him quite ſtun'd at his Feer, and had ir 
not been for the thickneſs of his Head- 
Tire, he would never have afterwards 
Giſturb'd the quiet of my Maſter. 
The Fall of Timur made a great num- 
ber of the Guards run thither, who 
would have ſeiz'd upon Zingis : He 
defended himſelf valiantly, but never- 
theleſs could not have preſery'd himlelt 
C 4 from 
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from proving what Yertue hath cauſe 
ro fear from perlons altogether void of 
it, if” Undkan had not appear'd in the 
ſame Alley. Ar firſt he was inform'd 
of the cauſe of this Diſorder, and find- 
ing it ſo ſmall, he was ſorry for what 
had befaln Timur ; and having but too 
good an Opinion of him, who fear'd 
danger ſo little, he approach'd unto 
him with the Princels, 

Undkan hath a goodly Preſence, able 
toinſpire even thoſe who do nor know 
him,wich reſpect; bur it was the Beau- 
ty of Taxila, and not the preſence of her 
Father, that made the Monoul Prince 
render his Arms. This charming fight 
lurpriz'd him in ſuch a manner, that he 
found himſelf unable co abſtain from 
g2zing upon her, and trom yielding up 
his young Heart co thole glorious Fer- 
ters which Fortune had prepar'd for 
him. . Undkan who had nor as yet bid 


adieu to Generoſity, look'd upon my, 


Maſter with admiration, and Zmzs 
accolt- 
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accoſting him with a Grace that was: 
nacural ro him; I perceive, my Lord, 
ſaid he, that you are the King of the 
Tartars, and it is only to you that Iam 
oblig'd to jultifie my ſelf. I am Zingis 
Prince,of the Monguls, and came into 
your Dominions with a purpoſe to re- 
main'a while wich you as a Friend and 
Allie. Pafling by theſe Walls, by chance 
] obſerv'd an open Door, and not 
knowing the Cuſtoms of the place, I 
enter d without deliberation into a 
place I judg'd free, and was affronted Wy 
by a man, who is as ignorant of his du- 
ty to Strangers, as 1 am of the Cuſtoms 
of your Kingdoms. 

My Maſter's Dilcourle ſurpriz'd Und- 
kan : He had not a more conſiderable 
Allie than the King of the Manguls, and 
It was a great Honour to him to lee 
that King's Son at his Court, being 
withal - the hand{omeſt and moſt love- 
ly. Prince that his Eyes had ever yer 
beheld. 1 knew well that you were 
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none of our Tartars, -anſwer'd he, for 
none of them are ſo handſom as you. 
But, my Lord, that which according 
to our Laws would be a Crime in an 


_ ordinary Stranger, isnone in the Prince | 


of the Monguls, whom I will always 

behold wich pleaſure at Cingu, Camba- 
ky, and through all the Extent of my 
Empire. Ar theſe words he embrac'd 
him, and preſenting him to the Prin- |} 
cels; Taxila, ſaid he unto her, Entreat | 
the Prince Zingi to forget the bad Re- ſ 
ception he mer with upon your ac- 
count. My Maſter, who found all his Il, 
Wrath aſlwaged, and his natural hierce- 


'neſs yielding to Tazila's Charms, falu- |} 


red her kneeling, and ask'd Pardon of |} , 
her for che Errour his Ignorance had 


ply'd, Thar ſhe could add nothing to 
what her Father had ſaid; and my 
Maſter who could not withdraw his 
Eyes from fo charming an Objed&, did 
already feel the powerful Impreſlions 

which

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which her excraordinary Beauty made 
upon him. 

Timur was come to himſelf again, 
and Zingis hearing that he was the 

ueen's Son, Accoſted him with an 
Air that had nothing of an Enemy in 
it : Iamyvery ſorry, my Lord, ſaid he 
unto him, for having been engag'd in 
an Anger, which I entreat you would 
forget, and pleaſe to be reconcil'd to a 
Prince, who did not deſign in coming 
ro Cingui, to create unto himſelf ſuch E- 
nemies as you are. At thele words he 
offer'd to embrace him, and though 
Timur receiv'd him coldly, the Preſence 
of the King hinder'd him from reſiſting 
my Maſter's advance. 

Z.amar came afterwards, and was 
in few words inform'd of the Adven- 
ture that had happened. Undkan pre- 
ſented Z:imgis unto her, and ſhe could 


.not hinder her ſelf from entertaining a 


ſecret Reſentment of the Afﬀront her 
Son had receiv'd. Nevertheleſs ſhe 


appear d 


- 
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appear'd civil unto my Maſter, wh 
not having his Eyes open but to con 
template Tazila, had not leiſure to ex 
amine the Queen of Tartarys Aftions. 

Undkan, who had ſecret Delign 
would nor ſuffer Zingis to go out of his" 
Palace, and was not ſorry to have in hi 
power ſo dear an Hoſtage of the King 
of the Monguls. We had Orders tofff 
wait upon our Prince, who was plac'd 
in one of the faireſt Apartments, and 
quickly judgd that this Adventure b 
would ere-long be the cauſe of many 
others. 

He was in alittle time advanc'd by 
all the Tartars, and the Princeſs had a 
judgment roo juſt not to diſtinguiſh 
his Meric : They liv'd in greater Tran- 
quillity at Cingui than at” Cambaly,* be- 
cauſe the Court was not fo numerous. 
Undkan, who was deſirous to gain the 
Aﬀection of a conſiderable Prince, that 
he might obtain of him by Sweernels; 


what he pretended to impoſe wpon 
others 
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Fothers by force, neglefted nothing thar 
| $might pleaſe che young Zing. He 
ſought all occaſions of entertaining bim 
vich Pleaſures agreeable to his Inclina- 
_ ions, and ſeeing that Timur till kepe 
p his coldneſs, he entreated him to 
nſtrain himſelf : And he; though nor 
without Repugnance, by the Advice of 
*Þ politick Mother, who hop'd to ob- 
Fain for this Son one of the greateſt 
rowns in Afia from Undkan, did what 
he King defir'd him. 

As for my Maſter, he wholly gave 
imlelf up onto Love. The niore he 
aw Taxila, the greater Empire ſhe 
22ind over him : His Heart full of an 
rdent Paffion, began to feel Pains be- 
| Fore unknown to him, and fearing as 
| Her more cruel VYexations, he became 
eſtleſs as foon as he began to tove. He 
. a5 the Son of a Prince that could de- 
, @y him nothing, bur Tazila was the 
. Paughter of a Man, that deſtin'd her 
or Timur ; andthe Dominions of this 
Riyal 
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Rival were much inferiour to the 
Kingdom of the Monguls, he - was a 
King and the Son of Z.amar who had 
all power over Undkan. 

In the end they left Cingus to return 
to Cambaly : There the Divertiſements 
chang'd Face ; inſtead of Walks, they 
were taken up with Plays and publick 
SpeCtacles. Taxila had ſeveral Maids 
of Quality about her : But a few days 
before our Arrival at Cingui, ſhe had 
been preſented with an unknown Girl 
admirably Fair, and perfe&ly Lovely, 
whom the Princeſs ſoon diſtinguifhd 
from all the reſt, by a Friendſhip full 
of Eſteem and Confidence. The Men 
who made the greateſt Figure at Court 
were Timur, Almundzar, and Omir Princ 
of Brema, who had been brought 
young to Cambalu, the King of T arts 
having poſleſs'd himſelf of his Father's 
Dominions, who had loſt his life in de 
lending them. There were allo Bay 


an, Mirantes, Ozran, Ziphanes, and" k 
ver 
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veral others. My Maſter perceiv'd ac 


firſt the great Merit of Almwidzar, and 


united himſelf in a ſtrict Friendſhip 
with the Prince of Brema. 

Whilſt ſome Months paſt over in 
this manner, thoſe among the Tartars 


whom my Maſter frequented were a- 


bundantly ſenſible of his .Worth, and 
eſteem'd him perfe&ly well. For him, 
his only Care was to pleaſe Tazila, who 
remark'd his Earneſtneſs in ſerving her, 
though ſhe was diligently obſerv'd by 
Timur , who enjoy'd the Priviledges 
which his Mother's Credit gave him, 
and often put the Patience of the Prin» 
cels of Tartary to a cruel Teſt. For 
thidkiog himſelf ſecure of a Happinels 
he did not merit, he ſpoke before her 
with an inſupportable Boldneſs , and 
Taxila comparing the ſubmiſſive Pro- 
cedure of the Prince of the Monguls, wich 
the arrogant Behaviour of the Son of 
Z.amar, ſhe obſerv'd the ſame differ- 
ence between them, that Nature had 

put 
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put between their Perſons. 

Zimgis had too much Reſpect, nor 
to impoſe upon himſelf an exa& Dif: 
cretion : Although he was a Prince, 
and in a Condition to pretend unto all 


Things, yet he would not precipitate a 
Declaration of his Love, left ic ſhould 


; irritate the Princeſs, and waited till he 


had by his Services prepar'd her to give 
him a favourable Audience. The 
Heart of the Princeſs found it felf on 
Zing ſide, and her Averſion for Timo 
receivd a great Augmentation fince 
my Maſter's Arrival. 

On a Day which Timur look*d upon 
as his own, becauſe it was Tazilas 
Birth-day, he prepared Divertiſements 
for all the Court, and among the reſt 
extraordinary Shews upon the Polſangs. 
A thouſand gilded Barks covered the 
River : Every one wore what Colours 
he pleas'd, and nothing was to be ſeen 
but Cyphers and Devices on the Strea- 


mers ; the Cordage was of Gold and 
Silk, 
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Silk, the Oars cover'd over with  ſhi- 
ning Pictures ; and thele -litcle. Barks 
full of Magnificent Courc, -form'd the 
moſt plealant Shew in the World... . 
The Princeſs would have willingly 
diſpens'd with all this Gallanery:of Ti- 
mir, but the fear of incenſing; oblig'd 
her.to accept of it, and ſhe:waseverii 
forc'd toappearon.this Feſtival yith all 
the moſt far-ferch'd helps.of Art. Ti- 
mur in all his Equipage oblery'd a Mags 
nificence- chat rended to Prodigality; 
and my Maſter with lefs Aﬀectation 
had greater Advantages. Zamar .did 
notflight theſe Shews as ſhe had done 
many others, and Undkan to do his 
Wife a Pleafure, honour'd them wick 
tis Preſence. The Amotous Zingis. 
had the Vexation to ſee the Name of 
his Rival every where intermixt with 
that of Tazila, and to think that ſo, 
much Beauty.aftd Vertue was deſtin'd 
for'a Man, in whom he ſaw nothing 


that could render him worthy ofcbem, 
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3 and theſe Conliderations did colt him 
7 many a heavy Groan, which the Prins 
3} cels ſometimes over- -heard. 
f | In the ead, my Lord,that Day which 
| Timur wasdelirous to Solemanize in an 
extraordinary manner was Remarkable 
fora memorable Adventure, which had 
like to have prov'd Fatal. All were 
caken up with a" Plealures prepar'd for 
them oa the River ; a harmonious Me- 
lody fill'd the Air, when by an unex- 
Misfortune, the Boat in which 
the Princeſs was alone with Azione the 
unknown Maid that was become {o 
dear unto. her, becauſe theſe little Barks 
were able to bear but four perſons at 
moſt with the Rowers, was ©- 
yertura'd, being daſh'd againſt ſome 
of the reſt, and Tarila and Azione were 
expos'd to fo great a Danger, that all 
there preſent believ'd there was no Re- 
medy. Cries of Grief ſucceeded the 
= 2h of the Inſtruments. Timmy, 


the cowardly Timur did nothing bur 
| excite 
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excite ſome of his Train to dive for 
Taxila amongſt the Waves; 'but the 
courageous Zmegis animated with other 
Senciments, threw himſelf into the Ri- 
ver, and nimbly cutting the” Water, 
received the Princels in his Arms, jult 
in the nick chat ſhe appear'd again, 
and when perhaps ſhe was going 
fink for ever into the bottom” of the 
River: His Action was ſo quick, that 
none of the relt were able to prevetit 
him. The Prince of Brema who was 
with him renderd the ſame Service to uv 
Azxione,, and bei ually happy on 
this Occaſion, br a full of oe 
have teſeu'd from Death che rwo moſt 
Amiable Perſons. in the World. '-'The 
Danger 'was great, for the Menwho 
fell inco che. Warer wich Taxila perilh'd | 
becauſe of rhe liccle Care that was: ta- 
ken to help them, their Negligence'in 
ſome meaſure meriting their unhappy 
Eprcune. 

This Accident diſturb'd all the $o- 

D 2 lemnity : 
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lemnity,: Undkan being Alarm'd, com- 
manded them to regainthe Shore ; the 
Princeſs arid 4zione were carried thi- 
ther almoſt without ſenſe, and Timur 
incapable of Shame, had the Boldneſs 
to'approach unto them. Zamar who 
had beheld with Envy my Maſter's A- 
Qion, and who began to penetrate into 
the ſecret-intereſt of his Heart, appeard 
confus'd: for her Son, and could nor 
forbear mugauring at his Cowardli- 
ow. 

+ The-Princeſs opened her Eyes and 
came. to her ſelf again; when they 
had laid:ber.in a Bed, ſhe ask'd News 
of-4rione, whom they had tended with 
the lame . Care, and then berook+ her 
ſelf ro: the Reſt that was neceſfary for 
ters: She paſt the Night ſweetly, and 
finding} her- ſelf rerſeily recover'd in 
Cds, ſhe ask'd her Maids, To 
whom, among the Tartars ſhe ow'd 
her Life. Although ſhe had no good 
—_ of Timur, ſhe fear'd ſhe had 


receiy'd 
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receivd ſo conſiderable a: Service from 
him, and being inform'd «that» it was 
Zmgw that had ſawd her, having /pre+ 
yenced all others with: a Precipitation 
full of Zeal; ſhe felt a ſecret Joy, and 
thank'd Heaven for it. They didnor 
fail to tell her that the King of  Tendar 
did not ſo much as hazard himſelf for 
her, and- ſhe was much joy'd to think 
that ſhe had no Obligation to him. 

As ſoon as Day appear'd; Azione wait- 
ed upon the Princeſs; who embrac'd 
her tenderly : Undkan had declar d une 


ſible of what he had done for Tazila. 
Zamar who was excellently $kill'd in 
the Art of Conſtraining her ſelf,thank*d 
him alſo, and Timur ſaid ſomething of 
that natureto him, notwithſtanding his 
Confuſton, bur it was nor they who he 
wiſh'd might be ſenſible of it. 

Tarila aroſe, and willing to pre- 
vent Timur's private Importunities, ſhe 
went out of her Apartment, juſt asthe

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Queen; was. coming to ſee her z and 
meeting her in a common Gallery, 
Madam," laid Zamar to the Princeſs, 1 
praiſe-Heaven for the great Care it 
hath hadiof your Life, and [ aſſure you, 
chat at: chat moment when I ſaw ic in 
danger, iÞ would have heartily hazar- 
ded tmine own to preſerve ir. You 
wouldhave. done much more, Mas 
dam, "replyed Tazila with a modeſt 
Smile; that many Men were able- to 
do, and: you. fee that in the middle of 
my Fartiers Dotninions, there were 
enly found :two ſtranger Princes gene- 
rous ' enough to deſpiſe the Danger. 
Bur, Madam, added ſhe, with a- pro- 
found Reverence full of Grace and 
Majeſty, yout Days are more precious 
than mine, and too many ]lluſtrious 
Perſons have an intereſt in them, to let 
them be expos d to the leaſt Danger, 
and I am as much oblig'd to your good 
Intentions,asif they had produced other 
Effects. |

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' them towards him. My Daughter, ſaid 


. the Night with a great deal of anxiety, 
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Zamar perceiv'd by this Diſcourſe 
chat Tazila had much Gratitude for 
Zingis, and Scorn for Tanur ; but noc 
being reloly'd to inſiſt longer on thi 
Subje&t, ſhe was entreating : the Prin- 
cels to return unto her Apartment, 
when the King paſt by, followed by 
Timur, Omir, ray Maſter, — and 
ſeyeral others. 

Taxila bluſh'd extreamly ; hen fiir 
Eyes which as yet look'd languiſhing, 
cold Zingis in an obliging manner, that 
ſhe knew what he had done for her': 
and Timur had the mortification to reef? 
mark that fhe did not lo much as turn 


Undkan to her, you have made me pals 


which the good Condition in which [ 
now ſee you, doth agreeably diſlipate. 
Mean-time, methinks you ſhould not 
have left your Apartment ſo ſoon. My 
Lord, anbbeert che Princels, a letle Ex- * 
erciſe cannot hurt me, and I feel ns ©

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more any remainder of my Illneſs. 
The King made an obliging Compli- 
ment to the loyely Axione, mT {he 
xeceiv.d with much Reſpect, and all 
this goodly Company went with Za- 
mar, becauſe the Hour of Dinner ap- 
proach d, 

My Maſter, who ſaw that the Prin- 


k ceſs Wa watch'd by Timur, could not 


be entertain'd by another, retired, and 
after Dinner the King of Tendur Accot- 
ing her without any Obſtacle, had the 
liberty to ſay what he pleasd : He 
{  look'd a great while upon the Princes 
{| With a premeditated Air, and then 
' looking downwards; The ſame Day 
on which Heaven gave you to the 
World, as the richeſt Preſent it could 
beſtow, had like to have been the laſt 
of your Life : Madam, ſaid he, and [ 
tremble to think of the Danger which 
threatned ' you. All the World did not 
believe it ſo great as you did, my Lord, 
reply d Taxilg diſdainiully , and ha 
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Princes of the Monguls and. Brema 
ſhew'd that they deipis'd it, in expa- 
ſing chemſelves thereto. It's true, Ma- 
dam, anſwered Twmur, Red with Anger 
and Shame, that they ſhew'd ſome 
fearleſnels ; but they at that time had 
all their Reaſon about them, whereas 
mine was diſturb'd by the moſt fright- 
ful of all Ideas: And all this Diſtur- 
bance and Trouble, my Lord, reply'd 
the Princeſs, with a malicious Smile, 
would have even let me periſh, had 
there not been found moreunconcern'd 
perſons, and leſs intereſted for my Lite.

You are too good a Friend, my dear 
Azione , reply d Tazila , preſling her 
hand, and I cannot enough requite 
thar render and generous Motion of 
forgetting your ſelf for me. I may 
truly ſay, anſwered Azione, ſfighing, that 
you are one of the moſt powerful Cau- 
les that make me deſire Life, and one, 
added ſhe with watry Eyes, which ar 
' preſent ought te carry it over all the 
reſt. You render mine dear unto me, 
reply'd the Princeſs; bur, Arione, [I 
don't know whether I ought to rejoyce 
that it is lengthen'd. Ah, Madam! 
cry d out Axione, why ſhould not you 
be ſaticfhed with a Happineſs that is 
precious to all reaſonable perſons? A- 
las! anſwered Tazila, a Happineſs that 
muſt be Sacrific'd ro Timur, can pro- 
mile me no Satisfation. What Man, 
among all the Men of the World, doth 
the King my Father choole ? —_ 
e 
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be the Victim of that Power which his 
Weakneſs gives unto Zamar ? Beſides 
the little Inclination that naturally 1 
have for Timur ; he doth nothing chat 
he ought to do to win me; hethinks 1 
am his by duty, and you ſee how he bes 
hay'd himſelf in our late Adventure; 
more in love with his Life than with 
the unhappy Tazila, he abandoneth her 
to an evident Danger, and leaveth co 
the Generoſity of others to Reſcue her. 
Ah! what can heever expect from that 
Princeſs whoſe Preſervation he fo faint- 
ly neglected ?

have entirely diſſipated it : Our Bodies 
are fitted for greater Fatigues ; you 
\uffered much, and I have reaſon to be 
troubled at it. I aſſure you, my Lord, 
reply'd Tazila, that there remainerh 
nothing of that Adventure with me, 
but the remembrance of the ſenſible 
Obligation that I have unto you. O, 
my Lord, added (he ! with an Earneſt- 
neſs that witnelsd her Acknowledg- 
ment, 
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ment, what can I do to acquit my elf 
of it. Itis too much that you remem- 
ber it, anſwerd the Prince of the Mon: 
guls, and that Price is great enough to 
recompence more important Service. [ 
do not know any that can be more 
worthy of my Remembrance, reply:d 
Tazila. —— Madam, ſaid my Maſter, 
ſighing, and interrupting her, Alchough 
according to all Appearances, I have 
only labour'd for Timur, yer I cannot 
but look on Yeſterday as the happieſt 
Day of my Life. The Princeſs look'd 
downwards to hide ſome Tears which 
theſe Words forc'd from her,and which, 
nevertheleſs, Zingis perceived : He was 
grieved that he had touch her in fo 
+ſenſible a part, and continued thus ; Par: 
don me, Madam, if I have nam'd the 
King of Tendur : I fear I haye faild in 
the Reſpect I owe you.

Grief. I am not reſolute enough to 
dilobey Undkan, and whatſoever it colts 
me, I muſt, if he command me, (a- 
crifice my ſelf. Judge, my Lord, ha« 
ving 2 natural Averſion, or rather ins 
viacible Hatred for Timur, in what Cons 
dition I muſt needs be, when 1 think on 
my Father's Deſigns, and the Queen's 
Authority.

Bur, 
my Lord, continued ſhe, with a freer 
Air ; this Subject would carry us too 
far, and I had rather ſpeak of the Ob- 
ligation that I have unto you: If it in- 
ſpire you with any Goodneſs for me, 
anſwered my Maſter, it will, be very 
advantageous for me in the Circumſtan- 
cesI am in, ſeeing that loving you with 
an ardent Paſſion, the beginnings of 
which I have carefully hid, I cannot 
hinder the -Declaration of this Myſte» 
ry from eſcaping in ſpight of all my Re- 
Ipet.

And 
indeed Hndkan appeard, and Zingis 
could not continue : He knew well by 
the Air of the Princeſs, that ſhe had 
Confuſion wichour Anger, arid for ſome 


Days afterwards, if he remark'd any 
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Commotion in her Eyes, yet Indigna- 
tion had no part 1n it. 

Tazila was belov'd of all the Tartars, 
and the important Service that my Mas 
ter had render'd unto her, made a 
great Impreſſion on all grateful Minds. 
That Nation look'd upon Timur with 
Scorn after his late baſe and cowardly 
Action. Undkan was even yexed to 
ſee that he render'd himſelf fo little 
worthy of all the Adyantages he de- 
tin'd for him ; and could not forbear, 
as we knew by Almundzar, to ſpeak of 
it unto the Queen : but ſhe had fo 
much power over him, that he paſt 
over the cowardlinels of the King of 
Tendur, and reſoly'd to be a no lels re- 
ligious Obſerver of his Promile. 

About that time Zamar, who was 
deſirous to extend the Limits of Tarts: 
ry, in hope to ſee her Son Maſfter of it; 
inſinuated into Undkan, that it was 3 
Shame ro him, who was Lord of offl | 
much Power, not to exaGt of his Neigh-fl | 
bours

bours the Tributes which he mighe 
calily impoſe upon them. The moſt 
, | part of chele Kings have preſery'd 
* | ſomewhat of the Fiercenels of the an- 
| cient Scythians, but haye loſt all their

1 | Court fee Examples in thoſe of Cer- 
/ | gutb, Tanguth, Ergimul, and Ung. Und- 
> ff kar gave their Minifters to underſtand, 
© | that they ow'd ſomething more than a 
* 8 ſimple Embaſſe to his Grandeur, and 
that together with Homage, they muſt 
pay him an Annual Tribute. Theſe 
Strangers ask'd time to communicate 
© this Affair to their Maſters ; & having 
ff in the end an{wer'd, That their Deſign 
- | was not to humble themſelves {o low, 

they Retir'd into the Dominions of 
SE their Princes, and every-where were 
" made great Preparations for War. 

The Kings of Fanguth, Cerguth, and 
Ergimul, could eaſily joyn their Forces, 
becauſe of the Neigbourhood of their 
Provinces, but he of Ung being more 

£3 remote, 
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remote, and lying on the oppoſite fide, 
was to make a Diverſion. "Tho: Zingi 
had reaſon to believe, That the Monguls 
would have their turn next; yet lo- 
ving Taxila as he did, he would not 
remain idle in her Father s Court , and 
ctho' he found injuſtice in Undkan's At- 
tempt, yet Love hinder'd him from 
examining his Procedures rigorouſly, 
He ſoon determin'd to offer his Arm 
to the King of Tartary; and however 
afflicting his abſence from Taxila, 
might prove to his Heart, he re- 
ſoly'd to remove, that he might be- 
come more worthy of her. 

The Kings of Tanguth and Cerguth 
advancd to the Dominions of the King 
of Ergimul, who was firſt to be attack'd, 
being Undkan's next Neighbour. There 
was need of two Armies, becauſe the 
King of Ung was alone, and Timur 
Kingdom being adjacent to that, it 
was to him that Undkanentruſted a part 
of his Forces to make that Conqueſt: 

But 
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But Experience taught him that he had 
put them in very ill Hands. The King 
of Tendur would have willingly Rtay'd 
at (ambalu, if his Mother more Coura- 
. | geous than he, had not excited him ro 
| his Duty: So with good Lieutenants 
, & and Warlike Troops he march'd to- 
| & wards the Enemy whom he had to 
| Vanquiſh. 

: Zingis had the Command of no 
: | Army given him, as had Timur, though 
he was much more capable of it : Und- 
. & kar march'd in perſon, and my Maſter 
would take no Charge upon'him, that 
he might fight near his Perſon. 

The Princeſſes beheld theſe Warlike 
Preparations with very different Agi- 
tations of Spirit, Zamar who knew 
that her Husband and Son were not of 
an humor to hazard themlelves,thoughr 
on their Departure without Alarms ; 
but Taxila who already knew perfely 
the Love and Courage of my Maſter, 
had not the ſame Tranquillity.

Afﬀairs being in this condicion,-Zin- 
gis went to take his leave of her, and 
Timur's preſent Occupations, freeing 
her for ſome time from his Importuni- 
ties; He found none but Axione with 
her : Seeing they did not ſuſpect her, 
the Prince did not conſtrain his Love, 
and the Princeſs ſuffer'd her Sadneſs to 


*Þ appear. You are going to depart from 


us, my Lord, to purſue Victories which 
we may well be without. Ah! how 
covetous is the Ambition of Zamar, and 
how skilful is ſhe in finding out means 
to ſhed Blood? Seeing the Glory of 
the King your Father is concern'd, Ma- 
dam, anſwer'd Zmg#, thole who may 
loſe their Blood on this Occaſion, haye 
no reaſon to repent it. Whatſoever 
be the Mortives of a War, reply'd Taz- 
a, it is {t;1] grievous unto me: Bur, 
my Lord, the War which you now 
undertake, appeareth unto me ſo much 
the more _.cruel, that Timur will be 
deck'd with the Spoils thereof, muy 
| wil 
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will raiſe his Vanity to an extream [In- 
ſolence. So long as the King liveth, 
continued my Maſter, he will not ene 
joy the Fruits thereof; and if Fortune 
putan end to his Life, I ſee few Tartars 
inclin'd to ſubmic themſelves to the 
Laws of Timur.I cannot flatter my ſelf, 
my Lord,anſwer'd Tazila,with a grea- 
ter agitation of Mind than before, he wil 
Reign, the unhappy Aſcendant which 
over-ruleth my Deſtiny hath ſo or- 
dain'd, and would to the Heavens that 
my Death may prevent his Fortune. 
Ah! Madam, ſaid my Maſter, inter- 
rupting her in a paſſionate manner, is 
it thus that you comfort a miſerable per- 
ſon, whoſe duty conftrainerh him to fol- 
low Undkan,8& who cannot depart from 
you but with intolerable Grief? Whac 
ſhall I doin the Extremity co which [ 
now ſee my ſelf reduc'd ? Shall 1 re- 
main a cowardly and uſeleſs Spectator 
of a War which may expoſe Tartary 


unto ſome Diſorder, becauſe the proud 
E 4 Timur 
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Timur layeth claim to it? and ſhall I 
behold the Father of Taxila, a Princeſs 
whom I adore, and for whom 1 would 
hazard a thouſand Lives, it they were 
in my power, ſhall I ſee him, I ſay, 


march to the War, without making a 
Rampart of my Body and Arms to de- 


\ fend him, becaule he fayoureth my Ris 
© val? In end, Madam, ſhall I ſtay at 
w# Cambalu, or ſhall I retire to the Monguls, 
to evite uncertain Evils, and merit thar 
my. Name be buried in oblivion a- 
monglt Men? Ah, my Princeſs! How 
a ſhould ] be to Sigh for you, 
and to bear thele glorious Chains which 
{ have receiv'd with fo much plealure! 
Whatſoever the time to come may pro- 
duce, the preſent ordaineth me to ſerve 
the King of Tartary: My Fidelity and 
Zeal will perhaps make ſome imprel- 
ſion on his Soul : Bur, Madam, you are 
tilent, and I ſee nothing in your Eyes 
bur a Trouble that alarms me. Whar 


Misfortune can it preſage unto us? My 
Lord, 
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Lord, anſwered Tazila, You ee that ir 
is an effect of my Weaknels, your Rea- 
ſons have overcome me, bur they can- 
notſettle my Heart. Alas, Zingis! Was 
not I raiſerable enough ro hate Timur, 
if it be the will of Fate that I muſt be 
his, without loving.—Tarila bluſh'd, 
and could not go on, but her Eyes 
were the Interpreters of her Heart, and 
thole of the amorous Zingis read in 
them the happinelſsfor which he {1gh'd. 

Never was there Separation more 
tender on Zingis's ſide, and more obli- 
ging on Tazila's, than was that of theſe 
two illuſtrious Perſons : Timur did not 
give himfelf the trouble of lo much Re- 
Ipect and Nicenels, he only in an un- 
pleaſant manner repeated what he had 
aid ſo often, and appear'd as inſolent, 
as if he had been aſlur'd of che Conquelt 
of all the World. 

We found the three Kings joynd, 
and ready to give us Battel : Their 
Troops were refreſh'd with a long Re- 
pole, 
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poſe, whereas Undkan's Men were Fa- 
tigu'd with climbing over the Moun- 
tains and Woods. The Enemies were 
polleft of advantageous Poſts, and ap- 
pear'd to be reſolute : Nevertheleſs 
fight we muſt. All that is related of 
the fabulous Heroes doth not ſurpak 
that which Zingis then did: Undka 
look'd upon him as a Prodigy ; 'twas 
his Valour alone which made Victory 
ſill declare it (elf in our Fayour : He 
fav'd Undkan's Life , who againſt his 
will was engag'd among the Enemies, 
and after many Battels, he took the 
three Kings Priſoners on different Oc- 
calions, which put an end to the War 
on that fide. 

Undkan left the Prince Maſter of the 
Deſtiny of the Captives: He gave 
them not only their Lives, but allo 
their Liberty ; and contented himlell 
ro engage them to pay the Homage 
and Tribute which the King of Tartey 


had demanded of them : The Gene- 
rolity 
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cofity of ſuch a Conquerour ſery'd on- 
ly to animate them with a ſecret Rage 
againſt him ; but Hndkan after having 
publickly own'd, that it was to him 
alone that he ow'd the Glory of this 
Expedition , ſeeing his Enemies ſi b- 
du'd, disbanded his Troops, and re- 
turn'd to Cambalu. 

Fortune had not been fo favourable 
to Timur , and the King of Ung wich 
Forces inferiour to his, chas'd him out 
of his Provinces, and prepar'd to march 
towards thole which compoſe the King- $ 
dom of Tendur. Theſe News afflicted 
Undkan, and my Maſter deſirous to fi- | 
niſh as he had begun, paſt without ſtop- ,,. 
ping to the place where Timur was, 
brought him back ro the Battel, and * 
return'd to Cambalu after he had tri- 
umph'd over the King of Ung, as he had 
done over the reſt. 

Undkan receiv'd him with great Te- 
ſtimonies of Joy, and Z.emar, although 
enyious of his Glory, was obligd to 


ceſtifie 
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reſtifke her Acknowlegment to him: 
but ic was not their Applauſe that 
touch'd him, and Tarzila's Praiſes were 
of much higher Value in his Heart : A 
Year of ablence had as yet augmented 
her Beauty, and my Maſter at his re- 
turn found her ſuch as his Ardour could 
have wiſhd. I do not know if my 
Vows have had any part in your Vi- 
Qories, my Lord, ſaid ſhe unto him, 
when he went to Rh her : Burt ſure 
I am, I have made very ardent and 
ſincere ones for you. I do not art all 


queſtion the Obligations which I have 


ro your Goodnels, Madam, anſwered 
Zingts, and certainly the Hope I had 
that [ did not diſpleale you, hath ren- 
der'd me more bold and brave than the 
Hope of poſleſling the Unners would 
have done.. But, Madam, what will 
become of ſo much Love which your 
charming Beauties have inſpir d me 
with, if Undkan be only favourable to 


the Son of Zamar ? ? O, what will bes 
come 
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tome of wy Tendetneſs and Acknow- 


ledgment for you, interrupted Tazila, 
if in ſpight of me they give me to him 
whom I abhor ? He is not ſenſible of 
his own Shame, and pretendeth to co- 
ver himſelf with your Glory ; and even 
my Father , notwithſtanding all chac 
you have done for him, is capable to 
requite all with Ingraticude. *Tis the 
knowledge that I have of his Injuſtice 
that affliteth me ; bemoan with me,my 
Lord, bemoan with me,and whatſoever 
come to pals, believe me, I will be ever 
more miſerable thar you. Timur then 
enter'd ; he had not ſeen the Princeſs 
but with his Mother; his Gate was full 
of Haughtineſs, and he had receiv'd for 
2 Reward of his Baſene(s, new aſſuran- 
ces of Happineſs ; or rather Zamar, 
who deſirous to comfort him in his 
bad Fortune in War, and to diſſipate a 
gloomy Penſiveneſs which diſquieted 
him, had drawn from Undkan ſtronger 
Promiles, That he would g1ve Taxila 
unto 
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unto her Son, thafi ever he had made 
unto her before. He was vex'd to ſee 
Zingis in a place, where from hence- 
forth he was reſolv'd-to Reign alone ; 
and if he durſt have follow'd the mo» 
tions of his Soul, he would have at that 
inſtant told him his Mind, but the re- 
membrance of what paſt in the War 
retain'd him, and contenting himſelf 
with ſhewing him no Civility. We 
come from enriching the Crown of 
Tartary, Madam, ſaid he unto her,with 
ſeveral Tributes of Importance, and ir 
is at preſent the only Crown in ſue 
that can reckon great Kings amongſt 
its Subje&ts. You might ſpeak Jeb 
generally, Timur, anſwer'd the Princels, 
with a diſdainful Coldneſs, worthy of 
the King of Tendur's Arrogancy ; and 
it Fame hath done you Juſtice, the 
King of Ung ought to have carried the 
ſame Advantages over you, which the 
Prince of the Monguls hath carry'd over 
him and the reſt. 

Thele 
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Theſe Words did pierce the proud 
« || Son of Zdmar to the quick, infomuch 
chat his Fury for a long time ſhut up 
his Mouth : But coming to himſelf a- 
|| gain, if you were more juſt andleſs pre- 
t | judicd, continu'd he, you would not 
» || take from the Arms of the King your 
r | Father, the Glory which is due unto 
{ | them, to give it unto others; and [I 
» | was not in ſo deſperate a Condition, 
f | when they came unto the Provinces of 
1 8 Hg, but 1 could havequickly ſubdued 
ef them. If they had followed my Ad- Wh 
vice , reply d the fair Princeſs with 
the ſame Coldneſs, they ſhould have 
given you all the time you had need 
of; and truly, my Lord, you ought 
to have taken ic your ſelf. I don't 
know, ſaid my Maſter, whether I have 
any part in the obliging Words of the 
Princeſs, or in T'imur's Scorn ; but this 
[ know, that I would eſteem my ſelf 
much more Glorious in the one than 
Diſhonour'd by the other. My. Lord, 
added 
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added Taxila, 1 would certainly be ve- 
ry unreaſonable, if I was the'only per- 
ſon in Tartary, that render'd not Ju- 
ſice to the Services which it hath re- 
ceivd of you, and the taking of Four 
Kings hath ſpoke loud enough to be 
heard of all the World. There are 
ſome Kings, replyed the inconfiderate 
Timur, that are not ſo eaſily Conquer'd ; 
and if we were one to one, he would 
perhaps find it hard enough to do what 
you pretend he hath done. ' Your In- 
ſolency, reply'd Zingis with a Diſdain- 
full Smile, would be no dreadful Ad- 
yerlary, neither would I ule any great 
Precaution to execute upon certain pers 
ſons that which their Weakneſs doth 
always render eaſte to be done : But, 
my Lord, Would you raiſe a War in 
Tartary, after you have ſettled a Peace 
therein 2 No, continued Timur, with 
Eyes ſparkling with Fury ; becauſe he 
knew that in the Princeſle's Preſence 


my Maſter's Reſpe&t was an Obſtacle 
| co 
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to his Valour ; but I will carry one in- 
to the Bowels of the Monguls, on the 
Head of a Hundred thouſand men, 
when by Undkan's Orders I have obs 
tain'd an abſolute power over that un- 
juſt Princeſs. They will oppoſe much 
leſs than a Hundred thouſand men to 
your [rruptions; but you will not be 
the more terrible, and he who hath 
impos'd Tributes upon the Kings you 
know of, is able enough to impole a 
heavier Yoke upon the King. of Ten- 
dur. 
This bicing Converſation would 
have come to a greater height, if 
Zingis's Diſcretion had not obliged 
him to retire, after he had reſpe&fully 
ſaluted the Princeſs, who looked upon . 
Timur with greater Scorn than before. 
Atlaſt, Madam, laid the Son of Z- 
mar unto her, You oblerve no more 
meaſures ; your Averſion unto me ap- 
peareth in all ics Extent : but the King 


your Father, who hach once again pro- 
misd 
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mis'd that he will never give you 
ro any other but me, will call you 
to an account for it. Timur, anſwer'd 
Taxila with a reſolute air, Alchough 
my Father's Promiſes make you con- 
ſtrain my Inclinations, you ſhall not 
be the happier for ir. You have not 
labour'd tro merit them, and ir is not 
an Inſolency like that which reigneth in 
your Heart, that can touch the Heart 
of Tarila: and you ſhould have gone 
ro work with ſubmiſſive proceedings, 
and with a generous and unintereſted 
Behaviour, and nor have relied upon 
the Queen's Credit ; bur it is your 
Fortune you act for, and ſeeing the 
Crown of Tartary hath more power- 
ful Charms than mineare, enjoy them, 
if you can, I will not be jealons, pro- 
vided you leave me in Repoſe : its 
evident enough that my Perſon is not 
dear unto you ; the adventure of Pol- 
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Eyes with a Prince that generouſly ha- 
zarded his Life for the preſeryation of 
mine. | | 

Theſe laſt Words rais'd a cruel Jeas 
loufie in Timur's Soul : He was already 
perſwaded that my Maſter lov'd the 
Princeſs, and now law too plainly that 
he was allo belov'd. You have paid 
very dear for the Obligation :of which 
you ſpeak, replied he, teeing' that hap- 
py Stranger being fayour'd by a little 
good Forrune, hath made himſelf Ma- 


| Rerof your Heart: bur though War Wy | 


and Love do at the lame time prote& 
him, I hope the King will put a dif- 
ference berween us that'will:not be ve- 
ry advantageous for him. Timur then 
went our: and lefc the Princeſs in liber- 
ty to medirate upon all that ſhe had 
cauſe ro fear from a man void of Ho- 
nour and Generolity. - | - 

She - was conſideriag her Milery, 
and Zingis was in the'ſame Occupati- 


on, when Timur went to'the Queen, 
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and told her all that could animate her 
both againſt the Princeſs and my Ma- 
ſer : ſhe gave a favourable Ear to his 
Complaints, and promis'd ſpeedily to 
calm all his Troubles. For this end 
ſhe began to Wheedle her Husband 
with all thoſe affected Sweetnelles, that 
had fo often ſurpriz?d his Weakneſs; 
She inform'd him that Tazila lov'd 


” Zingis, and that contrary to his Word, 


which ſhe ought to haye reſpe Red, 
that diſobedient Princels hea only 
of making the Prince of the Monguls 
happy, and eaſily incenſing the Father 
againſt the Daughter, he proteſted un- 
ro her with Oaths, that he rebellious 
Tarila ſhould neyer be Wifeto any but 


WW "Timur. Zamar not content with this 


frſt Advantage, was delirous co obtain 
a ſecond; and fſollicited Undkan, that 
he might humble Zimg1is, to render him 
his Tributary, as he had done the other 
Princes that were Vaſlals to their 
Crown. Sering this was no eaſie At- 
tempt, 
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tempt, Undkan rejected the Propoſition, 
and by what he had ſeen the Prince of 
the Monguls do, he believed that no 
Power was able to conquer him. 

As ſoon as the crafty Queen had 
lefe him, he ſent for che Princeſs Tazis 
la; and ſaid unto her, looking Redfaſt- 
ly upon her, I am unwilling to believe 
what I have heard concerning you: I 
am told that your Heart is engag'd, in 
ſpite of the Choice that I have made 
for you, and that you prefer the Prince 


of the Monguls ro Timur. You might. "I 


have known long ago my Reſolutions 
in reſpe& to your Eſtabliſhment, and 
you have had leiſure to prepare your 
Inclinations, if already they were not 
diſpos'd to obey them. I have deftin'd 
you for Timur ſince your molt tender 
Infancy : He is a King, he is my Wife's 
Son, and if you have any fooliſh Ideas, 
refiſt them, or rather triumph over 
them, to pleaſe me, ſince no Law ought 


do be more powerful over you, than 
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that which obligeth you to obey me. 
I eſteem Zmg# as a young Hero, who 
may aſpixe unto great Things : bur as 
to what cancerneth you, I-can, do no- 
thing for him, having promis'd you uns 
to another before I knew him. 

The. Princeſs heard this Diſcourle 
which touched her. Repole in the 
moſt ſenſible part, with a grear agita- 
tion of Spirit: She obſeryd every 
word of ,'atd arming her ſelf with a 
Reſolution worthy of her Vertue, al- 
though ſhe had a particular Eſteem for 
Zingts ; My Lord, anſwered ſhe, The 
moſt ſeyere Judges couid not find 
fault with me, and what he did for me, 
whilſt Timr abandowd me to 2 fatal 
Adventure, doth well deſerve: my Ac: 
knowledgment. I will nor alledge wor 
to you the important Seryices -which 
- he bath ſo lately render'd to this King: 
dom, bur will only tell-you, my Lord, 
That were my Heart abſolutely freeAdt 
would never incline to {your Tyr: 


You 


' what I have promiſed, I will and ought * 
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You may Sacrifice me to his Ambiti- 
on; my Reſpect oweth all things tg 
you, nevertheleſs my Duty cannot a- 
vercome my Averſion to Timur. Ah, 
my Lord, There are ſo many Prin- 
ceſſes in Aſia, or ſome other parr.of the 
World, able to render his Condition 
more happy. You are wile, interrups 
red Undkan, with a moderation, which 
ſhortly after degenerated into Violence, 
and I am perlwaded that you will love 
Timur as foon as he ſhall be your Hul- 
band: So, Tarila, no more words, 


to perform. 

In this manner did the King of Tar- 
tary diſmils his Daughter; She be- 
moan'd her ſelf, ſhe wept : but all were 
leagu'd againſt my Maſter, who had 
none for him, but the. Princels and Al- 
mundzar ; the Prince of Brema having 
departed from Cambaiu , at his return 
from the War, where he had gloriouſly 


'Signaliz'd himſelf, the Cale of this his 
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ſuddain reſolution being unknown. 
- Axione an ardent Friend of my Ma- 
ſter's, told him all that had paſt, and 
the Grief that tormented the Princes ; 
This did nothing but ſurcharge him 
with Affliction, his Love reproaching 
unto him all the Pains of Tazila. 
Zamar and her haughty Son, being 
aflured of Zingis's Paſſion for the Prin- 
cels, reſolved upon the concluſion of 
her Marriage with Timur: To delay 
It, was to ſuffer theſe Fires to grow up, 
which were but too violent already, lo 
that chey thought upon nothing elſe. 
| The Queen, being ſatisfied with the 
Promiſe that Undkan had made unto 
her, went to viſit the Princels, and a- 
luted her with theſe ſad Tidings. Mas 
dam, ſaid ſhe unto her, with a content- 
ed air, After the Favour which it hath 
pleaſed the King'to grant unto my Son, 
I cannot too much proclaim his Good- 
nels, nor do enough, to teſtifie my Sa. 
tisfaftion : I know that you do not 
| | joyn 
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joyn with me in deſiring that double 
Alliance with which he honoureth us : 
bur we will make fo great Efforts to 

ſoften your Heart, that it will perhaps 
: | aclaſt become favourable unto us. I 
3 | ſee a trouble in your Eyes, that promi- 
ſeth the contiguance of your Scorn ; we 
reſent it with Grief : but, Madam, you 
ſpend it on conſtant perſons, who will 
| not be wearied with ſuffering. How 
' | great need had the Princeſs of Con» 
; I fancy, not to make a noiſe. 1 am pers 
| If ſwaded, Madam, anſ{wered She, with 
her ordinary moderation, that you owe 
only to your ſelf that which you call a 
Happineſs for Timur , and which ac- 
cording to the Inclinations that Hea- 
ven hath given me, can be none for 
me. Your perpetual Sollicitations force 
the King to conſtrain me ; mean time, 
Madam, my Reſpect to him exempteth 
you from the Scorn you ſpeak of, and 
of which I am not very capable. You 
know, Madam, that his Alliance exalt- 


eth 
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eth you above all the Princeſles of 4ſi, 
and that formerly you could only pre. 
end to be rank d amongſt the meaneſt 
of them. Mult chis Advantage be made 
uſe of by you to Sacrifice me ? Can [ 
loye your Son in ſpice of my Heart; 
and if [love him not, would you ren- 
der us both miſerable 2 I have cold him, 
and I repeat it uato you, that I will 
yield up all my Right ro the Crown of 
Tartary to him, providing he do not 
ack of me a Heart, which 1 have never 
been abic ro give him. 

"That which was moſt piquant in 
this Dilcouric, and which had elcap'd 
from the Princefle's great Courage did 
not move Zamar, who had had time 
to prepare her ſelf forall ſhe could lay.

The next Day Hndkan conimunica* = 
ted to his moſt conſiderable: SubjeRts, 
the Deſign he had ro make Timur his 
Succeflor, by giving him the: Princels 
his Daughter : The fincerer ſorc,: who 
efteem'd nothing in Timur, becauſe 1n» 
deed there was nothing in hint that 
merited their Eſteem, did not approve 
the Choice : Bur: the unwonby' Flatr 
terers whoſe Suffrages*; Zamar had 
bought, 


not yet diſpos'&20 give him, For.me, 
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bought, applauded ic, and they made 
up the greateſt number. The Mar- 
riage was publiſhed on the Morrow, 
and magnificent Preparations were 
made for it. Almundzar was one of 
thoſe who did not declare for Timur, 
and Zamar who boy d not that Favou- 


rite of Kndkan, put this upon account 
with her otherMotives of hatred againſt 


Ir is impoſſible for me to expreſs my 
Maſter's Deſpair, when he was told of 
this ſpeedy Reſolution : He found him- 
ſelf ſo much the more miſerable that 
he could alledge nothing to the King 
of Tartaty, 'but a Love poſteriour to 
that of Timur. He knew that he was 
loy'd, and taſted the Sweetneſs of that 
precious Adyantage ; ' but he ſaw the 
lovely Tazila made fubje&t to an abſo- 
Jute Power, and upon the point to be 
Sacrific dto hin whom ſhe hated. All 
his Thoughts were violent: alchough 


he ſhould Arm all Tartary againſt _ 
ſelf, 
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ſelf, by attempting againſt Timur's Life ; 
he concluded that he had better periſh, 
than leave him in peaceful Poſſeſſion 
of Tazila, Things were arrived to 


that height, that the Princeſs was for- 
bidden to ſee him ; and this Prohibi- 


tion did compleatly incenſe him, fo 


that he went out of the Palace refoly'd 
to abandon himſelf to his Wrath. Pal- 
ling chrough the great Place, he ſaw 
Timur accompanied with a {mall num- 
ber of Attendants, and forgetting that 
not only - he was at Cambals, but al- 
lo in, the view of Undkan and Zamar, 
bebolding in Timur the Perſecutor of 
Taxila, he advanc'd towards him with 


a terrible air. . King of Tendur, ſaid he. 


unto him, You who delign to carry 
a War as far as the .Mogols, begin 
It at Cambals againſt a man, withouc 
whole Aſſiſtance you would not be in 
a Condition to exerciſe an unjuſt Vio- 
lence againſt the Princeſs of T'artary. 
It is by your Orders that Iam prohi 
ire 


o 
- . 
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bited to fee her, and I will loſe my Life, 
or-- you {hall 'give me SatisfaQion for 
this Injury. Timur i was not- prepar'd 
for fo troublelom a Rencounter, and 
had no mind to fight: He would haye 
put it off with a diſdainful Anſwer, But 
Zingis who had his Sword drawn in his 
Hand, conſtrained him to pur himſelf 
y in 2 poſture of Defence. Timur's fol 
7 Jowersrun in berween them : but my 
Maſter's Valour had quickly diſpersd 
them, and ſeeing his utiworthy Rival 
wichout other Defence than his Arms; 
Defend thy ſelf, Traytor, ſaid he unto 
him, and ſhew thy ſelf chis Day wor- 
thy of Tazila, by giving ſome Proof of 
thy Courage. The Son of Zamar heard 
theſe Words, but 'was no leſs fearful 
chan feeble ; and my Maſter fent him 
to the Ground piered with ſeveral 
Stroaks, without receiving any hurr by 
his Arms. - 

\ Zingis would not retire afrer this A 
Ron ; bur Amwdeer, whom the -

of the Combate had brought to the 
place, obliged him in the Name of the 
Princeſs to take care of himſelf, and the 
Night happily approaching, he made 
him be conducted unto a ſure Retrear, 
which I alone knew. 

They catried Timur to the Palace, 
withour any ſigns of Life : Zamar cry'd 
out dreadfully', and uttered horrible 
Imprecations againſt Tazila and my 
Maſter. - Undkan orderd a diligent 
Search to be made for them ; bur Al 
mndzar had provided ſufficiently for 
his Safety. He came to fee him thar 
very Night, and inform'd him of all the 
Preparations that were making againſt 
him, ſhewing him that there was an 
unavoidable Neceſiny for him to, de- 
part out of Tartary.. My Maſter re» 
liſted a great while; bur Almundzar con: 
vinc'd him, that chough he ftaid at Cam» 
balu, he could not ſee thePrincels,that ſhe 
would be in continual Alarms, and that 
for her quiets-ſakehe ought to go " wait 
OMe- 
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ſomewhere elſe, until this Storm was 
over-blown. Zingis yielded not but 
upon condition that he ſhould ſee Taz- 
ia befor: his Departure, and the next 
Nighc che faithful Almwndzar introduc'd 
him unto her by a private way which 
he knew. Azione alone was in the 
Secret : Almundzar went out to watch 
that no body ſhould Surprize them ; 
Y and Zingis caſting himſelf at the Prin» 
celle's Feet, lay there a- great while 
without being able to expreſs himlelt. 
What have you done, my Lord, ſaid 
ſhe unto him , raiſing him up? and 
what will be the Conlequence of this 
laft Efle& of your Valour? What was 
I nor obliged to do, to take you from 
Tomur, Madam, replyed my Maſter, or 
at leaſt to retard his Happineſs. I know 
not, continued Taxila, whether Heaven 
may not ſometimes pardon a violent. 
Aftion : bur cercain it is, that I cannot 
grieve for Timur's preſent Condition. 


Mean-time , my Lord, you "muſt be 
gone, 
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gone, you muſt reſolve upon ic, for as 
long as I know you are here, I ſhall be 
r- || dilquieted with perperual Frights. Mas 
«t | dam, reply'd my Maſter, If | had only 
d || my own Life to look to, I proteſt | 
h & would not depart from Cambaly ; but 
e || ſeing your Quiet is concern'd, 1 am 
h ll ready to do any thing. In the mean 
time, my Princeſs, conſider unto what 
Puniſhment he that loveth you with ſo 
much Ardour, is going to be expoſed 
in the uncertainty of a long Abſence. 
The proud Timur will be curd; my 
Arms have not been ſo happy as to pur 
anend to his life. Ah! who will defend 
you againſt that Enemy, when Zingss 
is far from you? Suffer me to wait 
here, until I ſce what may be his Des 
ſtiny, that ſo 1 may hinder yours from 
deing miſerable. No, my Lord, re- 
ply'd the fair Princeſs, I will not be 
guilty of ſo cruel a Complailance. O-. 
Heayens! I tremble as I ſpeak to you, 


when I conſider that the reyengeful Za-:

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mar is ſo near us. Suffer me to offer up 
Vows for you that are not diſturb'd by 
Fear ; perhaps Heaven will hearthem: 
Whatſoever happen, believe that I love 
you. I do not offend Yertue in aflu- 
ring you of an innocent Tendernefſs, 
and if this can fatishe you, tafte the 
Pleaſure thereof entirely. Think for 
ky your Comfort, when you leave me, 

that though you depart from Tazilas 
Preſence, yer you ſhall ſtill abide in her 
Heart : and that not only her Quiet, 
but alſo her Reputation obligeth you 
to this Conſtraint. Yes, Madam, re- 
ply d the Amorous Zingis,. I will de 
part, fince you command me, and [ 
will comfort my ſelf with the precious 
Aſſurances which your Goodneſs hath 
given me; But how ſhall I behave my 
ſelfrowards the King your Father ? Shall 
I defend my Life againſt him, if he Ab 
ſaulc me ? and will the Reſpe&t which 
I owe unto you, permit me to Arm. 
SubjeRts againſt the Tartars ? Yes, my 
Lord, 


| (ambalu,, and took the way to Mole. 
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Lord, anſwered the Generous Tazila, 
and if my Father become your declared 
Enemy, after the Obligations which 
he hath unto you, make ule of your 
Forces and Yalour, only ſpare his Life: 
[ris his Perſon alone that I recommend 
unto you. Go, my dear Zimews, ſtay 
no longer in a Place fo full of Danger. 
Atthele Words ſhe held out her Hand 
to him, which the Prince reſpe&fully 
Kiſſed,and without hiding her Tears 
from him, ſhe received his Adieu, and 
in fine, obliged him to Retire. He took 
his Leave of Azione, wha was no leſs 
Aﬀi&ted than thePrinceſs; and after 
he had a thouſand times Embraced Al- 
mundzar, who had made all neceſlary 
Preparations for our Departure, we lefc 


Our Voyage was very (ad, and finding 
the King Dead at our Arrival at Molg 3 
my Maſter, who lov d him tenderly, 
received a terrible augmentation of Af- 
fiction, and manifeſted the Goodneſs 
G 2 of 
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of his Nature by che deep Mourning 
in which he concinued a great while. 
His Subjects raviſh'd to ſee him again, 
Swore an inviolable Fidelity to him ; 
and ſome Months after his Arrival, not 
doubting bur that he would be at- 
tack'd, and Taxila having permitted 
him to defend himſelf, he viſited all his 
Provinces, & paſt even untothe Delarts 
of Bargu, and Dilſciplin'd in a lictle time 
thole People, that were never train'd 
before, teaching them the Art of War 
which he knew' as perfe&ly as any 
Prince in the World. His Neighbours 
jealous of his Glory, would have di 
ſturbed him ; bur in a few Months time 
he added ſome Provinces to his Domi- 
nions, among(t which were, Jek, Me- 
iris, and Melair. In this Triumphant 
Condition, being more ſenſible of his 
Loye than of ſo much Glory, ſeeing 
that Tartary made no Advances againſt 
him, and believing that perhaps the face 
of Afairs there was changed, he dil- 
z patched 
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patch'd a magnificent Embaſlie to Hnd- 
kh ro demand the Princels, but he was 
rejected, and treated as a preſumpruous 
Perſon, Timur, as he had foreſeen, was 
recover d of his Wounds : He turned 
the Fury of his Deſpair againſt new E- 
nemies, and was ever Victorions. But 
unable to live longer without ſeeing 
Tazila,knowing thatThe was yer free, by 
a lecret Correſpondence which he kept 
with Almundzar, he returned to Cambaln, 
with a Delign to make the Princels 
conſent to be carried away, or' to die 
before her Eyes, if ſhe proved obſti- 
nate. Arriving at the Palace-Gate 
which was to be opened unto us, the 
Imparience of Zingis berrayed him; he 
ſpoke, Zamar heard him,and you know, 
my Lord, what ſhe hath done againſt 
my Maſter. 

THUS ended Zerbin,and the King 
of Thiber, after having lpent ſome time 
in Admiration'of ſo Illuftrious a Lite, 
aſſur'd the Aoool that he had no leſs 
G 2 Afs 
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Aﬀection for his Maſter, than thoſe that 
were molt particularly acquainted with 
him ; and returning to Almundzar, prai- 
ſed him for his zealous Fidelity to Zin- 
gis. My dear Almundzar, ſaid he unto 
him, What Methods ſhall we take to 
ſaye the Prince Zingis ? What ſhall we 
do againſt the cruel Zamar? As her 
Hatred is inflexible, and her Power 
over Undkan ablolute, I ſee no way lek 
to Triumph over her but by Force, and 
I know not where we can find Forces 
ſufficient for an Enterprize of that Im- 
portance. Whatſoever may nappen, 
continued Philing, 1 will die before | 
ſuffer the King of the Mogols to periſh: 
We mult fee Hndkan, and once more 
try the ways of Sweetnels ; but if he 
perleyere in his Cruelty, I will openly 
declare my felt his Enemy. Almundzo 
approved of che generous Reſolution of 
Philmg, and aflured him, that wharſce- 
ver he attempted for Zingis, he would 
{till Rand his Friend." 

| "i This 
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This Day palt over very ſadly; on 
the Morrow, the King of Thibet went 
to ſee Undkan, whom he found ſtill 
Beleaguer'd by Zamar, and made the 
more haſt, becauſe he feared ſome le» 
cret Cruelry for they talked at Cam- 
balu of Zingis s Death, as of a thing ab- 
ſolutely certain. 

Zamar and Undkan feared the Pre- 
ſence of this Prince, who was neither 
their Subje&t nor Tributary, and who 
they law did ever declare himſelf bold- 
ly for Vertue. His Arrival put them 
out of Countenance, and Zamar was 
extreamly troubled at,ic: My Lord, 
laid he to the King of Tartary, I don't Wy 
know whether x Deſign that hath 
brought me hither this Morning, will 
have a favourable Succeſs ; but I pro- 
telt Inever had a more prelling Intereſt, 
than that which I have in the King of 
the Mogols Life. Ic will be glorious 
unto you, my Lord, to Treat a Prince 
generouſly, who you believe hath given 
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you juſt cauſe of Offence : but it would 
be an eternal Shame unto you, to ex- 
ercile an unjuſt Cruelty over him, ha- 
ying ſo many Reaſons to eſteem him, 
and to look upon him as the Greateſt a- 
mong Men. No body is igaorant of 
the Services that he hath done you, and 
his Love for the Princels is the onely 
Crime you can accuſe him of. - Bur, 
9 my Lord, In the Dignity co which 
” Heaven hath exalted you, conſider 
what you owe to that of other Kings: 
Shall you be Powerful only tro be Un- 
juſt, and will you exerciſe that Power 
over an Enemy, who would nor bein 
your Hands, but that he put himſelf in 
them ; an Enemy all whoſe Steps are 
Glorious, and on whom the Eyes of 
innumerable Kingdoms are fix'd : that 
would be a ready way to confirm the 
Ideas which other Nations have of us : 
they look upon us ſtill as Scythians ; that 
1sto ſay, People without Laws, with» 
out Gods, and without Religion. Will

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ou imitate thoſe barbarons Examples 
of Antiquity, which are deſervedly e-

r i ver be too ſeverely puniſhed for a Vio- 
lence that hath colt him lo much Blood, 

- | and me ſomany Tears. 
| I am told, reply'd the King of Thi- 
| I bet, that Timur was well accompany'd, 
| | when Zimg# attack d him, and even 
* | that the Rules of Generolity were not 
| Þf 2t all oblery'd on this Occafion, ſeeing 
|| many Swords were at once turn'd a- 
gainſt one Man : And methinks I have 
allo heard, that the King of the Mogols 
ſaved the King of Tendur's Life oftner 
than once in the Wars of Unz. My 
Lord, anſwered Zamar, You are lo well 
infornvd 
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inform'd of all that concerns Zing, 
that it ſeems you have kept a particular 
Correſpondence with him ; and that 
doubtleſs .in our Dominions, and upon 
theſe Conjeftures, we might juſtly 
—— What, Madam, interrupted Phi. 
ling coldly, Lay me in Chains as well 
as him, and add one Injuſtice co an- 
ww other? 'Tis no matter from what 
RF Mouch I have leara'd the Miracles of 
his Life ; it's ſufficient that I am a very 
fincere and zealous Admirer of them. 
My Lord, faid Unkan, The Queen 
ſpeaketh as an enraged Mother, and 
you ought not to condemn her Reſent- 
ment. I have conſidered your Rea- 
lons, but they have not convinced me; 
and it would be no lels than to endane 
ger Vertue, to ſuffer theſe Men to live 
that diſquiet Kingdoms, and without 
Reaſon defile the Palaces of Princes 
with Blood. I have received Services 
of Zmgis, and Honour'd him as a Stran- 
ger whom I judged worthy of my E- 
ſteem; 
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ſeem ; bur he, abuſing my Eaſineſs, 
remain'd at my Court, to delude:a 
young Princels, and withdraw her from 
the Obedience which ſhe: oweth unto 
me; and puſhing on his Arrogancy-to 
a greater height, he aſlaulteth a Prince 
who is my Son, becauſe he is my Wile's, 
and to whom 1 have deltin'd my 
Daughter ; and rerurneth incognito to 
Cambalu, to be introduc'd into my 
Houſe, there to Plot ſecretly with the 
weak Tarila. What do I know but 
he hath laid Deſigns againſt my Lite, 
and who will aflure me of the Inno- 
cency of his Intentions ? In fine, 1 owe 
this Vietim to my own quiet, and it's 
only to loſe time in vain to ſollicite his 
Liberty. I perceive,, my Lord, an- 
ſwer'd Philmg, That his Ruin is ſworn, 
and that you cannot Be oppos'd in plas 
ces entirely ſubject ro your Power. Bur 
of the Humour of which I am, I will 
pever ſuffer this Cruelty without re- 
lenting it. Probably you never fear 
the

the Wrath of Heaven, nor the Scorn 
of Men : but do you imagine that the 
juſter part of this Portion of the World 
which we inhabit, will ſuffer you to 
immolate the |]luſtrious Zingis, without 
doing any thing for his Revenge ?: In- 
dia, Perſia, and China will be eaſily 
moy'd, and there wants only,added he, 
i inſpir'd by his Generoſity, a Prince 
F ſuch as I am to excite them to it, and 
to bring into your Dominions a Storm 
that will ſoon overwhelm you. He 
went out after this, and ſeeing his 
Threats were far diſtant, Undkan and 
Zamar were more incens'd than fright: 
ned at them. Their firſt Thought 
was to make him to be apprehended; 
but Amundzar,. and ſome other Tartars 
in whom Undkan put Confidence, hins 
dered him from proceeding to that Ex- 
rremity, repreſenting unto him, thar it 
would be to arm all the Powers of the 
Univerle againſt himſelf. Zamar was 
not of this Opinion, but ſhe was forc'd 


ro yield, The 
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The King of Thibet would once a- 
gain endeavour to ee the Princels: He 
4 || was denied admictance into her Apart- 
ment as formerly ; bur whilſt thcens'd 
with this Denial, he medirated upon 
Means to humble an unjuit Power, 
the afflicted Taxila and amiable Axione 
lived ina ſad Solitarinels, and were 0n- 
ly accompanied with'diſmal Thoughts., | 
But what were the Thoughts of Zmgs, 
ſo nigh Tazila, and yet lo unable to 
diſcourſe with her ? Knowing his E- 
nemies ſo well, he doubted not of his 
Miſery ; and the Idea of Death, which 
he had ſo often brav'd, was leſs tor- 
menting tohim, than his Abſence from 
the Princels. 

Almundzar intereſt'd himlſelt as a gene- 
rous Friend in Zing#s's Misfortunes: But 
how great ſoever his Credit was with 
. | Hndkan, Zamar ſtill got the better of 
, him. He ſpoke boldly enough, to 
make himlelt be prohibited to ſpeak 
more ; and he had not ſo much as the 
' Conlo-. 
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Conſolation to be able ro mitigate the 
Incommodities which the King of the 
Mogols ſuffered in Prion. Zerbin who 
ſill lay hid in the Houle of Zingis's ge- 
nerous Friend, intorm'd him, that his 
Maſter had Six hundred of the braveſt 
Men in the World hid in ſeveral places 
about Cambalu, who would cheartully 
expoſe themſelves for_their Prince. Al. 
WF mundzar reſolved immediately to com- 
municate theſe News to the King of 
Thibet, and was glad to ſee a Party en 
creale, whereof that Prince might be 
Head. 

There were even Tartars bold e 
nough to declare in Zimgwu's Favour a- 
gainft Timur, whom they hated mor: 
tally, and whoſe Rule they dreaded. 
Almundzar thought fir to hide his Zeal, 
that he might be more uſeful to the 
Princels and the King of the Mogals, 
and by this Policy he had the liberty to 
Negotiate with a great many conſider 


able Tartars, who reſpe&ted the Ver 
y - ue 
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wwe of Zingis, and contemned the baſe» 
neſs of Timur, both which had appeared 
in ſo many Occaſions. 

The King of Thiber, enrag'd with 
the ſecond Denial he had received from 
the Princeſs's Guards, carried his Vexa- 
tion along with him to Almundzar's 
houſe,to whom he made his complaints. 
You ſee, my Lord, anſ{wer'd the Tar- 
tar, that all Things here are carried on 
againſt Honour and Juſtice; neither 
do I believe that in any other they 
would fail in the Reſpe& that is due to 
a King, ſuch as you are. My dear Al 
mundzar, ſaid Philing, I would not per- 
haps much reſeat Things of that Na- | 
ture, if I had only intereſts of Glory ro Vw 
look to; but 1 have thoſe of a Lover 
to ſatisfhe, and in me you behold che 
moſt Amorous of all Men. Of whom, 
my Lord, reply'd the aſtoniſh'd #- 
mundzar ? of Arzione, continued Philing, 
af char charming Damlel that is ſo dear 
unto the Princeſs, whom I have lov'd 


thele 


| 
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theſe ſeveral years,and whom I will loye 
Ecernally. I know not, Almundzar, whe- 
ther you have frequented her enough 
to know all her Vertue, which is in-_ 
deed equal ro her Beauty; and the 
obſcurity of her Birth is recompenſed 
by the Greatnels of her Thoughts. 
This Effect of Axione's Merit doth not 
at all ſurprize me, added Almwmdzar, but 
hat which aſtoniſheth me, is, the man- 
nerin which ſhe came to Cambalu, and 
the abode ſhe hath made here withoue 
you. It js nevertheleſs ſhe alone that 
brought me hither, anſwered Philing, 
and for whoſe ſake I have ſtaid fo long 
here. Bur, Almundzar, I muſt make 
you perfely acquainted with fo rare a 
Perſon, and the Paſſion that I have for 
her, in opening my Heart {incerely to 
you. Almundzar who was very deli- 
rous to know Philing'sadventures, pray d 
him not to defer this Pleaſure, and the 
King of Thibet who could nor be more 
agreeably buſied, than in ſpeaking of 
Aziog, did thus begin his + 
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HE King of Thibet is none of 
. the leaſt conſiderable of A4fra, 
whether you conſider its Extent or 
Commerce: For though ic be fur- 
rounded with Mountains, the Indians 
and Chinois do often viſic us. Our 
Towns are well Peopled, our Fields 
Fertil, and Magnificence 1s no ſtranger 
among{t us. 
| was but Six Years Old when I loſt 
my Facher, and Nine when the Prin

Thele 
firſt Misfortunes were great, but our 
Age diminiſh'd our Sorrows, and 
made us quickly forget them. It would 
even be hard to tell you what we fel,

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ved of his Subjets, and his Memory 
was ſtill dear unto them : Never per- 
haps was there ſeen a People more 
fairbful ro a young Succeſſour, who 
neither knew his Fortune, nor what

might diſturb.ir. 
Among all thoſe whom my Father 
had diſtinguiſh'd by his Favour, Hil- 
dezar was the moſt powerful. There 
were even Alliances betwixt the Royal 
Family and his, and to him the Re 
ency was committed during my [n- 
ne), He acquitted himſelf worthily 
of this Charge : His knowledge was 
vaſt, and his Courage great ; He was 
Vigilant and Zealous, and the Face of 
Afﬀairs was not chang'd under his Con. 
duct. For me, I had Governours of 
great Merit, and Thamiriza had cho- 
ſen Women to wait upon her. 
Our ordinary Reſidence was at As 
chen : Hildezar lodg'd in the Palace; 


He had loſt his Wife, who left him 
one 
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one onely Daughter, who was Educa- 
red with no lels Care than my Siſter ; 
and they placed about me ſeveral 
young Children of Noble Families, to 
render my Childiſh Occupations more 
agreeable to me. 

Hildezar at that time was but 35 
Years Old : He was not free of Ambi- 
tion, and ſeeing he had all the Power 
of Thibet in his Hands, he reſolved to 
make me marry his Daughter. Hunt- 
ing was his beloved and moſt frequent 
Divertiſement ; His Family was more 
numerous than mine, his Expences 
much greater, and his Train equally 
Splendid. 'Tistrue, that one of Ten 
Years of Age requir'd no great Magni- 
ficence, and it's as certain that my Ins * 
tereſts were not negleed by the Re- 
gent. He had for one Year been pol- 
leſt of all Authority in Thibet under my 
Name, by che Death of the Queen my 
Mother, and our Mourning being 0- 
yer, Diyertifſements ſhar'd our Time 
H 2 with 
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with E-xerciles proper to form both the 
Body and Mind. All our Mountains 
are of very difficult acceſs; there is ne- 
vertheleſs very good Game, and Hl. 
dezar who often Diverted himlelt wich 
Hunting, ſuffer'd me ſometimes to take 
a part, without expoſing me to what 
is laborious in that Exerciſe. 

Having pick'd out one of the faireſt 
Daies of the Spring, we went to one of 
the plealantelt Places that we could 
lighc.upon, near Kachen, and travers'd 
the Hills a great while with greater 
Vigour than is uſual in Children : Paſl- 
ſ1ng under ſome ſcatter'd Trees, whole 


Rootsare bath'd with a ſmall Rivulet, 


we law a Spectacle that ſurpriz'd my 
young Hearc, and made-a laſting Im- 
preſſion upon it. The Brook was 
{well'd with the Blood of many dead 
and dying Men, and a few paces off, 
we beheld a Girl of Six or Seven Years 
of Age, richly habited, and of a Beauty. 
{o extraordinary, that it aſtoniſh'd all 

Our 
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our Troop. She was weeping, and 
lifted up her Eies and Hands, not 
knowing from whom to ask Help. In 
this lamentable Condition, her Clothes 
were even ſtain d with Blood, and ne- 
yer could an Object more charming 
and more worthy of Compaſlion pre- 
ſent it ſelf before us. Fildezarſtopp'd; 
our Arrival made the Innocent Un- 
known redouble her Cries, and tright- 
ned with her Misfortune, ſhe threw 
herſelf among our Horles- ſect. I mult 
acknowledge, Almundzar , that Love 
ſeiz d upon me from that very mos» 
ment, bur I did not perceive it at firlt, 
and my Innocence made me miltake 
it for {imple Compaſſion. Hildezar . 
alighted from his Horſe, and approacht 
the amiable Stranger : He is dead, ſaid 
ſhe, with a charming Innocency, in the 
Tartarian Language, but ſomewhat dif- 
ferent from ours, My Father is dead : 
Theſe cruel Ones have kill'd him, but * 
he hath kill'd ſome of them alſo. Ah, 
i 3 my 
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my Father , added ſhe! turning her 
head towards the dead Bodies : Ah, my 
Father ! 1 ſhall never ſee you more, and 
will die with you. Hudezar ſtruck 
with Compaſiion took her in his Arms, 
and made her ſhew him whom ſhe cal- 
led her Father ; bur neither in him nor 
the reſt could we perceive any ſign of 
Life. 

After this, Hildezar himſelf carried 
the little Azione, for fo ſhe was call'd, 
ro Kachen, asking Queſtions of her by 
the way ; and all he learn'd was that 
Marzillus her Father, with thole that 
accompanied him, had been atrack d 
in that place by theſe wicked Men; 
but ſhe could neither inform him of 
her Country nor Quality, which, in all 
probability, was not mean. The ſight 
of my Siſter, and of Alzine Hildezar 
Daughter, who were both almoſt of.an 
| Age with Axione, did a little calm her 
Sorrow, and in a little time ſhe ap- 
pear d fo Fair, that all our Court was

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Charm'd with her. I never ſaw fo 
much Grace, Sweetnels and Modeſty, 
| | a5 appear'd in the meaneſt of her Acti- 
ons ; and though ſhe had paſt her firſt 
Years in a Vagranc Life, ſhe had an ads 
mirable Genius, which was not cor- 
rupted by the DefeRts of her Educati- 
on : Her Reaſon out-running her Years, 
did much ſurpaſs that of-perlons that 
had attain'd ro a much greater Age: 
She was Complaiſant, without doing 
any thing that was mean, and oblerv'd 
a certain deference to the Quality of a 
King, which my Tenderneſs could noc 
endure. My Siſter lovd her perfect i 
ly : Axione liv'd {amiliarly wich her, 
and we\paſt the ſpace of Five or Six 
Years with the greateſt Sweetnels in 
the World. Mean-time, Azione became 
ſo Fair, and Iſo Amorous,that Irchought 
on nothing elſe but to See and Pleale 
her ; I render'd unto her ſome little 
Services that engaged her Acknow- 
ledgment : bur being ever Humble 
H 4 | and 
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and Modeſt, ſhe received them with 
Reſpects that my Paſſion could nor 
away with. Axtone, laid I unto her one 
Day, after I had preſented her with 
ſome Flowers, for which ſhe returned 
as many Thanks, as if the Gift had 
been much more precious ; you value 
ſorry Preſents at a very High Rate, bur 
I can offer ſome unto you that are more 
is. Worthy to be regarded. All that com- 

2F eth from your Hand, my Lord, replied 
ſhe, ought to be very conſiderable unto 
me, and a King ſuch as you are, can 
never give ſorry Preſents to a Girl like 
me. Axione, cried I our, If ſorae Flowers 
have obtained for me ſo obliging an 
Anſwer, what may I not expect from a 
Heart that is leſs unworthy of you, 
which I haye given you a great while 
ago? Hitherto my Eies alone have told 
you of it, but I muſt now ler you know 
It in another manner. Yes, Axione, l 
have given you that tender Heart 


which will prove faithful co you ; and 


if 
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ifyoutare capable of Acknowledgment, 
ic muſt be for this Preſent. The mo- 
deſt Axione bluſh'd, figh'd, and look- 
ing upon me with a touching air, bur 
full of Grandeur and Majeſty, the 
Hearts of Soveraigns ought not to ren- 
der themſelves ſo eafily, my. Lord, re- 
plied ſhe, nor ſhould they be received 
with ſo little Precaution. "Think upon 
what you were Born, and remember 
the Condition iri which you found me ; 
refle ſeriouſly upon a Goodnels thar 
may paſs for Weaknels, and which [I 
will not abuſe ; b<lieve that T will ever 
reſpect in you the Dignity of a King, 
and a Merit, which perhaps, I am too 
ſenſible of. But, my Lord, believe 
alſo chat the obſcuricy of my Lite doth 
not vex me ſo much, as to make me 
deſire to get rid of it by crafty Me- 
thods. You have too much Wit, Azione, 
anlwer'd I, and would to Heaven, that 
you had as much Tendernels! Whar 


can the Obſcurity of your Birch ſ1gni- 
he 
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fie againſt ſo much Beauty and Vertue 
that are in you? Dye believe that [ 
am one of thoſe that alwaies offer Sa- 
crifices to Fortune, and neyer to true 
Merit; 1 am contented with what [ 
have, and would eſteem my lelf more 
happy in pleaſing you, chan in being 
lov'd of the Greateſt Queen in the 
World. Do not then preſcribe Leſ- 
ſons unto me, which I eſteem Cruel. 
ties; ſuffer me to love you, and ſuffer 
ie with pleaſure: But all my Earneſt 
neſs was to no purpoſe, ſhe ſtill an- 
ſwer'd as before; and all the adyan: 
tage | had was to ſpeak, and to be 
heard, and when 1 proteſted unto her 
that it was not the Quality of a King 
that embolden'd me to take this liber- 
ty, ſhe ſeem 'd better farish'd : bur 4: 
mundzar, when her Stature was form'd, 
and her Beauty compleat, 1 felt my 
Paſſion augmented, and found my {ell 
capableto lacrifice all for her. 

I was not the only perſon that lovd 


her

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her in this manner ; I had a terrible Ri- 
val. Hildezar Regent of Thibet, of an 
advanc'd Age, Alzme's Father, who 
had acquir'd a great deal of Eſteem in 
our Country, and amonglt our Neigh- 
bours, by his prudent Condud, lceing 
the fair and vertuous 4rioe grow up, 
fele his Heart ſeiz'd upon by Flames of 
an extraordinary Violence : He la- 
bourd in vain to extinguiſh them, and 
that which he had done for Axione flat- 
tering his Hope, he ſufterd a Malady 
to gather ſtrength, which ic was not 
poſſible for him to cure. 

He had remark d by all my Actions 
the Love that 7 had for Arione; . bur he 
did nor believe it ſo pure, and imagi- 
ning thata young King cannot be with- 
out Ambition, he hop'd that Time 
would fix my Inclinations on ſome 0- 


ther Object, and ſuffer'd his own to act 
freely. 

.Axione had look d fipon him as a Fa- 
ther, ſent unto her by Heaven, and 
what- 
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whatſoever he did, ſhe thought on no- 
thing leſs than what he truly defign'd. 

One Day when 1 was not in the Pa. 
lace, Hildezar found Azione walkin 
alone upon a Terrace, and making of 
of this Opportunity, when there was 
none to obſerve him.

- | 1 have ſince been reftrain'd by a Fear, 
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which a more abſolute Power enableth 
me now to ſurmount. One that loves 
deſperately cannot remain alwaies dil- 
creet and reſery'd. This Declaration 
will ſurprize you : but , Axione , the 
knowledge you have of your own Beau 
yy, ought to have prepar'd you for it. 
Fear nothing from my Deligns, chey 
ze full of Reſpect, and at the ſame 
time that I offer unto you my Heart, 
with an abſolute Empire over my Will, 
lofter unto you allo my Hand, and all 
that Fortune hath given me. 

Hildezar's Diſcourſe ſtruck Azione 
dum? : He fſollicited her long for an 
Anizyer, before {he was able to return 
ce; at laſt recovering a little out of 
the Trouble which fo unexpected a 
piece of News had caus'd.in her ; Is it 
polſlible, my Lord, an{wer'd ſhe, that 
what you told me, is not of purpoſe to 
try,ve, and can there be any Truth in 
2 Diſcourſe of that nature ? Can you 


doubt 
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doubt of it, replied Hildezar, and can 
you ſiſpe&t one of my Age of ſuch 
Tricks - My Love to you mult be ye- 
ry ardent, leeing no Conſideration can 
reſtrain me from declaring it. O, my 
Lord ! cried out Azione, Wherein haye 
T finn'd againſt Heaven, thart it ſhould 
expole me to ſuch a Misfortune ? What! 
is this Misfortune ſo great, anſwer 
Hildezar, that you ſhould be ſo much 
afflicted with it? Yes, my Lord, ad- 
ded ſhe, It is one of the moſt cruel Mil- 
fortunes that could befal me; and al- 
ter the Obligations that T7 have unto 
you, 1 would for ever abhor my elf it 
I ſhould contribute . to diſtain your 
Glory. What would not people lay, 
it You ſuffer'd Your ſelfto fall in an Er- 
rour, which the greeneſt Youth cannot 
renderexcuſable 2 What Honour could 
my Alliance do unto You ? Unknown 
co my Self and to all the World, per- 
haps of baſe Blood and unworthy, of 
Your Inclinations. Arzione interrupted 
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Hildezar, That Modeſty doth fo ſet off 
the Luſtre of Your Vertue, that it 
would augment my Love, if it was ca« 
pable of any Augmentation : I ſee in 
You all that can fatiche my Ambition 
and Tendernels. Speak then poſitive- 
ly. Well then, Hildezar continu'd ſhe, 
1 muſt be fincere ſeeing You defire it, 
and I muſt cell You, that this unknowa 
Blood that ſwelleth my Veins inſpireth 
me with ſo Noble Sentiments, that I 
will never do any thing until 1 be in- 
form'd of my Birth. I feel it much bets 
ter than perhaps 1 ſhall ever know it. 
—— [t is not that which determineth 
You, interrupted Hildezar, and I owe 
unto another Caule that Reſiſtance 
which filleth me wich Deſpair. 1 am 
neither Young, nor a King : But, Axis 
one, I love You, and am able to make 
You very Happy ? I have Power, do 
not conſtrain me to have Recourle ro 
It. Philip is a Soveraign, but his Dig- 
nity obligerh him to a great Alliance; 
He 
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He amuſeth You only with a fleeting 
7 Paſſion, for Love is much more ſhort- 
> livd inthe Hearts of Kings, than of o- 
7 ther men. [I leave you, and wholly 
depend upon your Anſwer, asKking noe 
thing of you but what is reaſonable: 
He retir'd, and Azione remain d alone, 
in liberty to refle& upon what ſhe had 
heard. This Diſcourle made luch an 
TP impreſſion upon her Countenance, that 
LJ ic was eaſily perceiv'd, -notwithltand- 
ing the Care that ſhe took to compole 
her ſelf. I found her vex'd, full of Di- 
ſtra&tion ; and in fine, -in a condition 
that I had never before ſeen her in. | 
What aileth you this Morning, 4z4one, | 
ſaid T unto her, You are no more Your | ' 
ſelf, and I cannot imagine the Caule 
of this Change. My Words rouled her 
up a little ; ſhe aſlur'd me chat nothing 
extraordinary had befaln her; but | 
read too Well in her Eies, whom Love 
had made me ſtudy many Years, to 


be contented with this Anſwer. You 
are 
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are not ſincere, continfied I ; but if 
You hide any thing from the tender In- 
cereſt that Irake in You, You will be 
the molt cruel Perion in the World. My 
Lord, replied Azione, 1ought not to ſa- | 
tice You in what you ask of me; ne» | 
verthelcls 1 perceive, 1 ſhall not be 
able to conceal ic from You , bur 
upon condition to moderate Your Re- 
ſenrment. Know then, my Lord, that 
this Hildezar, whom Heaven hath made 
an Inſtrument to {weeten the firſt Miſe- 
ries of my Life, hath now done methe 
molt ſenſible of all Injuries : There 
needed no more to make me compres 
bend Hildezar's Deſigns ; and had it 
not been for the condition under which 
Axione made me her Confident, I would 
have made ſearch for him co puniſh 
him. Hildezar is in love with You, 
replied I, and what will become of me, 
Azione, if You be favourable unto him ? 
My Heart, added that fair Girl, is not 


very precious; bur it is not to Hildezar 
| that 
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that my Inclinations have deltin'd it, 
T'am expos'd to his Diſcourſes, and 
perhaps to his Humours — What? 
D'ye makeno reckoning of my Authoe 
rity, interrupted 1? Dy'e thmk that my 
Love will ſuffer his to aCt in quiet?

Yes, 
Axione, replied I, and beſides You muſt 
change” Your Condition: Do not 
think that I will ſtick ro make You 
Queen of Thibet : The Throne that / 
polſels will never pleaſe Me without 
You; and if our Laws did permit me, 
I would offer it unto You without &;

** and if there be found, added ſhe, with 
Wp an extraordinary Majeſty, ahy thing in 
my Life that is not unworthy of You, 
believe me, my Lord, there ſhall none 
be able to diſpute it with You, and I 
would eſteem my ſelf roo happy. 
O Heaven, cried 1 out, charmd 
_ with Aziones Vertue! Could you have 
#* infusd ſo Noble a Grandeur into an 
ordinary perſon? Ah, Madam ! donot 
ſeek for any other Proof of what You 
are, than the Beauty of Your Senti- 
ments: They render You worthy of 
all the Thrones of the World ; Accept 
of mine, and do not torment me by too 
modeſt 
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modeſt and obſtinate a Deaial. My 
Lord, replied ſhe, with a ſtronger 
Tone, lt is an unalterable Reſolution : 
Icannot tell whether I commir a Crime 
againſt Decency, when I confely unto 
You, that You have touch'd my Heart, 
and that of all chat my Eies can be- 
hold, nothing can be more agreeable 
ro them than You; but 1 will willing- i 
ly commit this Faulc, to teſtifie unco 
You, thar the dearer You are unto me, 
andthe more highly I eſteem You, the 
oreater Care 1 ought to have of Your 
Glory. She bluſh'd in finiſhing thele 
lalt Words, and would by no means 
continue the Dilcourle. 

To ſatishe her, 1 was conſtrair'd to 
negle& the Offence that ſhe had recei- 
ved from Hildezar, and to act as if I 
had never been inform'd of it. But my 
Eies being then opened, I ſaw but roo 
well whar paſt in the Heart of this pre-

Queen. Your Age isnot faradvanc'd, 
bur Your Realon 1s; and this willtell 
You, that nothing can be more agree- 
able ro People, than to lee their Sove- 
raigns ina.Condition to leave behind 
them a Glorious Poſterity. This ma- | 
keth the King more Vigilante, and che | 
Subjects better Diſciplin'd. Unmarry d 4 
Princes are for the moſt part without 'F' 
Intereſt, and that of a Family, engageth 4} 
- them to labour for the Glory, and ag- bi 
I 4 grandizing || 
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grandizing of Your Dominions. Re- 
ſolve then, my Lord, to ſatishe us, and 
do as ſeveral of Your Predeceſfors have 
done. Go not to bring from a Foreign 
Clime a Princeſs that could nor prove 
very affectionate unto us. There are 
in Thibet Houſes Nobletenough to al- 
pire unto the Alliance of their King : 
4 And even that Favour is due unto the 
A Zeal and Loyalty of Hildezar. Alzine 
fp is able to reckon Princes amonglit her 
Anceſtors, and is not the firſt of her 
| Blood that hath enter'd into the Royal 
4 Family of Thiber, 

This Harangue aſtoniſh'd me to ſuch 


a degree, that | was ar firſt unable to 


iake any Anſwer. Choler leiz'd up- - 


on my Soul, and | look'd upon theſe 
Men as ſo many Enemies, plotting a- 
gainlt my Quiet, and I was particular- 
ly incens'd againſt Fildezar, nor doubt- 
ing bur that he was the only Caule of 
all that paſs d. In the end, compoling 


my Countenance, which the Politick | 
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Hildezar examin'd, | ſpoke, becauſe [ 
was oblig'd lo todo. Botſar, ſaid [I 
to him that had expreſs'd himlelt in the 
Words I have related unto you, I don't 
know from whom you have immedi- 
arely receiv d the Commiſſion of which 
you have art prelent acquitted your 
af: bur 1 aflure you it is not ar all a- 
preeable to me. Who ought to in- 
tereſt themſelves more than mine own 
Heart in the Choice you defire me to 
make ? and what man {ſhould be more 
careful of my Fortune than my ſelf? 
You mult needs look upon me as a weak 
Perlon, when you rake the boldnels to 
prelcribe Rules to me, and determine 
the Objects of my Inclinations. I am 
neither ſo ignorant of the Laws of Thi- 
tet, nor of 1 thole of all the other Kings 
lolns of the World, bur that I can re- 
pulate my Actions with ſome Glory, 
and am able co chooſe a Wite tor my 
ſelf when ic ſhall be time. My Lord, 
laid Flldezar, ſceing that I had left ofi 
peaking, 
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ſpeaking, you muſt not take itill, if (6 
many perlons who look upon you as 
their only Good, do ardently defire to 


ſee you tied unto them by the Intereſt 
of which you ſpeak. I have perhaps 
given them my Suffrage; but it was not 
I that propos d Alzine , though, my 
Lord, ſhe may well counteryail an un 
known Maid, and would be more a- 
greeable to your Subje&ts. Fildezar, 
interrupted | with a wrathful Look, 
Youabulethe Conlideration that I have 
for you: [| am nevertheleſs clear-{ighted 
enough to perceive that you are not (o 
void of Eſteem for unknown Perſons; 
and you alſo might have ſeen enough 
of my Inclinations, to. have made you 
more reſpectful and leſs daring. More: 
over, I am a King, and pretend to be 
Maſter. When the People of Thibet 
are Opprelt by my Injuſtice, ic w'll be 
time for them then to complain againk 
me; when | (hall abandon them to 


their Enemies, then will they have 
cauſc 
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cauſe to upbraid me with Baſeneſs ; 
but hitherto they can charge me with 
no Fault, but I may juſtly reproach all 
of you, that you have fail'd in that re- 
ſpe&, which 1 will endeavour to make 
you oblerve in time to come. Aﬀer [ 
this I went out full of Wrath, the Ef- | 
ſets whereof I would have made theſe 
preſlumpruous Ones feel, but that I was | 
afraid to give Azione the leaſt cauſe of | 
Offence. She read the Agitation of 
my Mind in my Eies, bur | was not 
willing to inform her of-che true Cauſe 
thereof, diſguiling ir with ſome other 
pretext. 

Hildezar being incens'd againſt me 
for the intereſt of his Daughter, bur 
much more for that of his Love, a dan- 
gerous Malice ſucceeded in the place of 
the Aﬀection that he had hitherto pro- 
feſt unco me : He eſteem'd my Ruine 
neceſſary for the c{tabliſhment of his 
Repole and Fortune; and ſeeing the 
Peace that reign'd among us, luffer'd 
no 
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no Cloud to hang ovet us; he raigd a 
War by pernicious Intrigues, not doubt: 
ing but that I would run with Ardour 
- unto the Places where I might acquire 
any Glory. He hop'd by my Death 
tro aſcend a Throne that had no other 
Heirs ; and though Benzzde and Othrize, 
two conſiderable Princes in Thibet, pre- 
rended ſome Right to it, yer the Suffra- 
ges he was aflur'd of made him look 
upon them as no great Obſtacle to his 
Deſigns. It was he tnen that wheedled 
that part of my Subjects into an In- 
ſurre&tion, who inhabir the Frontiers 
rowards India. Upon the firſt noiſe of 
this Rebellion, I reſolv'd to act the part 
of a Ciptain and King. Huildezar was 
cold and flow, and did not appear ve- 
ry forward in preparing for the War : 
His Creatures imitated him , but in 
ſpice of him, I ſaw my elf very quick- 
ly ar the head of a conſiderable Army. 
Aſloon as he law me ready to be gone, 
ac counterfeited himſelf ſick, that he 
might 
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might have pretence to remain at Ka- 
chen, This was a cruel Neceſlity for 
me to leave Arione expos'd to his Im- 
portunities. No, laid I to her, when 
the time of my Departure was come, 
| will notabandon you to the Indiſ- 
cretion of Hildezar ; He is Maſter of 
all Power here, and my Misfortune 
hath ſwelÞd his Authority. My Lord, 
replied ſhe, ſeeing [ am near the Prin- 
cels, and ſeldom come out of her Pre- 
ſence, I do not think that I have cauſe 
to fear any thing, and it 3snot his Ims 
portunity that diſquieteth me; it is 
your Life, my Lord, which will be 
expos d to rebellious Arms ; it is you 
your ſelf, it is that great Heart that 
burneth wich a Deſire to Signalize it 
ſelf. Alas, my Lord, Sympathize with 
our Weakneſles, do not purſue too ar- 
dently that Glory which will alwaies 
follow you, and in the heat of Batrels 
forget not the Care you owe to the Pre- 
lervation of your own Life. This "uy 
0 
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of Axione's Tenderneſs, whole fair Fies 
appear'd moilt, rouched me ſenfibly: 
That Life which I have Confecrated 
unto you, fair Axione, replied I, will not 
be expos'd tro ſo many Dangers as your 
Goodneſs perſwadeth you , bur ſeeing 
you Ordain me, I will take Care of ir, 
as of a Thing that you are not willing 
to loſe. For you, Azione, | entruſt you 
to your ſelf; reſiſt the Arrogancy of 
Hildezar, & at my Rerurn reſolve with 
your (elfro put aneternal obſtacle in the 
way of -his preſumptuous Pretenſons 
in giving your ſelf to a Prince that li 
veth only for you. Go, my Lord, con- 
tinued the fair Maid, whither the Ri 
gour of Fate commandeth you to car: 
ry your Arms ; and if I be Miſtreſs of 
any of your Intereſts, aſſure your (elf 
that they can never fall into more faith- 
ful hands. 

In this manner I crook my leave of 
Axione, and having tenderly Recom- 
mended her co my Siſter, I went out ol 
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the Palace, accompanied with Benzid, 
Othrize, and leveral other Perſons of 
Quality. Huildezar, faid Itothat Tray- 
tour when he came to receive my laſt 
Orders, you have been deſirous to re- 
main at Kachen; remember- alwaies 
that I Reign there and reign juſtly, do 
not abuſe the Power that | have (uffer'd 
you to aſſume ; render unto my Siſter 
what you owe unto her Dignity, and 
above all relpect Azione, all whole In- 
tereſts are mine. Excite no new Brolls, 
whilſt I go to calm theſe that are al- 
ready fer on foot: | dare afſlure you 
that I will return ſpeedily ; Adieu. He 
anſwer'd me only with a Salutation, _" 
and I began to march, bur not without 
anxious Apprehenflions. 

I may boldly ſay, Almundzar, that 1 
roſh'd like a Torrent upon the Rebels: #! 
They were animated by no couragis +» Þ 
ous Captain, and their Revolt being 4} 
only an Effect of Hildezar's Treachery, 
I had no great Troubleor Glory to van- 


quiſh 
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quiſh Men that were overcome at the 
firſt ſight of our Standards. My Anger 
permitted ſome of them to periſh for 
an Example to others, and how much 
ſoever | was inclin'd to Clemency, [ 
could not without Reſentment conſi- 
der, that they were the cauſe of my 
Abſence from Axione. In the end, al- 
moſt without the loſs of a Man, or re: 
newing the leaſt Wound, though I did 
not ſpare ;my ſelf, 1 had in leſs than three 
Months quieted all things. "The Con- 
quer'd ſubmitted themſelves to my 
Pleaſure, and I rook the way to Kachen, 
from whence I had received many Let- 
ters, none of which acquainted me with 
any thing that could make me luſpect 
the Miſery that waited for me. But 
arriving at that Town, Tneither found 
Hildezar nor Azione. The Traytour 
had carried her away, and how exact 
loever Thamarize had been in obſerving 
her, ſhe could. perceive nothing, and 


appear d unto me deſperate at the Ac- 
cident. 
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cident. Alzme her ſelf, che innocent 
Daughter of ſo criminal a Father, pro- 
reſted chat ſhe had no hand in {:.z- 
zar's Action, and couragiouſly offer'd 
her Blood unto me as an Atonement | 
for the Offence 1 had receiy'd ; I af- [1 
ſur'd her, as afflicted as I was, that not | 
confounding her with the T'raytor that 
gave her Life, 1 would have held her 
guilclels of all. Jn fine, Almundzar, with- 
out ſtaying at Kachen, Irunthrough all 
Thibet, and even expoled my (elf to dil- 
mal Wandrings in the howling Deſarts 
of Xama, and after having conſum'd a 
great deal of time in an uleleſs Queſt, 
return'd to Kachen to ſettle Things for 
a longer Voyage, encruſting the Go- 4} 
vernmentto my Siſter, & leaving hercro =»: 
the Conduct of Bengid and Othriz mim- 
portant 'Afairs, [ departed from Thiber, 
unable to live without Axione. 1 ſaw 
almoſt all ſia; I mer with Adven- 
tures, which I do not relate unto you, 
becauſe chey have no direct Relation 
K to 
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ro my Loye, and afcer a vain Search of 
two Years, being in Tartary, and pal- 
ſing through a Foreſt, that pertaineth 
to the King of Ergimul, I found Hildezar 
at the Root of a Tree, pierc'd with le- 
yeral merral Wounds, & in a condition 
worthy of his Trealoas : He breathed 
as yer, and eaily Knew me: His Miſery 
iſlwap'd my Anger, and [ went to help 
him; No, my Lotd ſaid he, You 


onght Hot-to laviſſ1 your Goodneſs for 


X Man that hath but roo much abuſed 
ir. Ih Guilty, nor is it Death that ex- 
torts this Acknowledgment from me, 
and it's-a great while fince a juſt Re- 
tmorleHath executed Vengeance upon 
me for my Treacheries: This Death 
is roo/{weet for a Man that hath meri- 
ted the worſt of Punithments, ſeeing it 
permicteth 'me ta ask Pardon of my 
Maſter. | Ar thele Words he would 
have madean Fftort to raiſe himlelt up- 
on his Krees, bur I hinder'd him, and 


ack'd News of Arie: He told me 
with 
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with a mournful Sigh, That he had 
been almolt rwo Years ſeparated from |! 
her : That after he had made her wan« +? 
der up and down a long time, he was 
allaulred in Tartary, by perſons that ear» |}, 
ried her away. That after that he had |! 
ſearch d for her to no purpoſe, and that _ 
the ſame Robbers had now left him in 
the Condition in which I found him, 
becauſe he knew them, and endeayour- 
ed to make them confeſs what they 
had done with Azione. Aﬀcer that he 
breath'd his laſt, and having caus'd my 
Followers to cover his Body with a 
little Earth, I came ſtraight hither, 
where in the end,l unexpectedly found 
Axione, | made my ſelf known 
to Undkan: I have ever continued to 
lee Arione ; ſhe loveth me, 1 am cer- 
tain of it ; but her ſevere Vertue will 
not permit her to conſent to my Hap- | 
pinels, till ſhe know her ſelf perfetly. *: 
She inform'd me, that Hl. "As carried | 
her very privily and by a ſubtle Strata- 

KS gem ; 
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gem ; that he did not ſhew himlelf to 
her till long after cheir departure from 
Kachen; that he had conjur d her to 
pardon his Love, that made him facri- 
fice all for her; that ſhe reproached 
him bitcerly wich his Treachery; bur 
that nothing could make him alcer his 
Reſolutions; and that in the end, She 
was violently taken from him in Tar- 
bs. tary, and fold to lome Tartars, who 
a» ave her to the Princeſs Taxila. 

| Philing lefc off ſpeaking : Almundzar 
admir'd his Generoſi ty, and Axione's 
Vercue ; Afcerwards returning to the 
Incereſts of Zmgs, they dilcours'd of 
the Troops that he had about Cambalu, 
and of the meaſures that were moſt 
proper to be taken, to avert the Mil- 
fortune that threaten'd the Life of that 
famous Prince. | 

In the mean time, Timur the Auchor 
of all che Sufferings of fo many Noble 
Perſons, was not altogether free of 2 
reſtleſs Anxiety himſelf, and though che 
Man 
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moſt was upon the Point of being Sa- 
crific'd unto him, having as much Love 7} 
for Tazila as he was capable of, he could 
not live out of her Sight, and knew | 
well that if he dar'd to preſent himſelf 
before her, he would doubtleſs hear 
nothing that would pleaſe him. Za- 
mar, who lov'd him even to Idolatry, 
law his Melancholy wich Grie: : Why 
do ye languiſh, Timur, ſaid ſhe unto 
him, all Things conſpire together for 
your Felicity, and there is no Crown in 
Aſia equal to that which you ſhall poſ- 
ſels? What more can be done to (ariſ- 
fe you? Aﬀter ſo much Care thar [ 
have taken, will you alwaies ſhew me 
a gloomy Countenance? Madam, re- 
plied Immnur, Theſe Motions are not vos 4 
luntary, and ic's againſt my Will that 
you perceive them : You have done 
but roo much for me : My Gratitude 
can never riſe high enough z bur if my 
Ambition be contented, | feel my Love 
RK 2 alarm'd,

alarm'd. Too conſtant Lover of Taz- 
F tlathat Jam, I muſt either deprive my 
*&: elf of her Sight, or expoſe my ſelf to 
4 her Reproaches! Ah, Madam! How 
do 1deſerveto be lamented ? and how 
uncaſie do I find my lelf in the heighth 
of my Proſperity ! bales lay that you 
are weak, interrupted the Queen of 
Tartary, and that you deſerve real Mi- 
ſeries, ſeeing you rorment your ſelf 
with imaginary ones : Suffer our Ene- 
my firlt to periſh, and afterwards make 
your ſelf Maſter of Taxila. *Tis no 
matrer whether or no you obtain her 
Conſent ; Hndkan's Authority will res 
move thele Obſtacles. In fine, My 
Son, 1 will have you to Reign over the 
Tartars, and there is nothing bur [ will 
do to effeftuare this Reſolution. Go lee 
chat ungrateful Tazila, whole Diſdain 
| bear wich only upon your account, 
and in the mean time, | will preſs the 
King to put Zmo# to Death, 

The Son of Zamar inſtigated by ſach 
a Mo' 
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2 Mother, left her and went to the 
Princels, ro whom he alone had ac- 
cels. Taxila, who had not leen him' 
fince her Dilgrace, was lo moyed atthe 
ſight of him chax ſhe had almoſt loſt 
her Underſtanding: To follow his 
Mother's Advice, he had laid alide his 
Sadnels, lo that he appear'd before hex 
full of a bold Arrogancy. Madam, 
{aid he, One would haye hardly be- 
liev'd, that ſuch a Perlon as you had 
been capable to draw exil d Enemies 
into Tartary, and even into the King 
your Father's Palace; and without reck- 
oning my l[ntereſt, you had ochers pows- 
erful enough ro have dillwaded you 
from ſuch a Correſpondence. - 
As moderate as the Princels was, ſhe 
. loft all Patience at thoſe Words: Tho 
| had committed ſomething that ob- 
lig'd me to make Reparation, replied | 
ſhe, ir ſhould never be to the King of 
| Jendur (a vile Slave of bis own Vanity, 
and his Mother's Paſſions) that I wahuid 
Ri jult:fhe 
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juſtifie my ſelf. This is indeed to Treat 
me as a Priſoner, to carry your Inſo- 
lency to the olace ro which | am Con» 
find : Cannot the Averſion for you 
that Nature hath inſpir'd me with (a- 
tishe you, unleſs you- augment by Pro- 
ceedings full of Injuſtice and Preſum- 
ption? Go, pretended King of Tendur, 
go to the Feet of the cruel Zamar, 
' and ſollicite the Death of Zines ; but 
ma know, that into whatloever Condition 
J your common Fury may reduce him, 
he ſhall be ever dearer tro me than my 
Lite. I would never perhaps have ſaid 
ſo much, ifhe had not- been miſerable; 
bur in the preſent Rate of our Afﬀeairs 
I have no Meaſures to obſerve; and all 
my Tendernels is but a mean Recom- 
pence for what he hath done, and now 
ſuffereth for me. Ar thele Words Taz- 
ila went into a Cloſet, where ſhe ſhut 
her ſelf up; and Timur full of Rag e and 
| Conluſio, {aid a thouland Things ro 
| Arian wichour Reſpect or Realon. She

anſwer'd him with a great deal of Wit 
and Courage, and did not ſwerve in a 
Point from the Princeſs's Sentiments, 
which raiſed the Fury ofthe Son of Za- 
mar to ſuch a heighth, chat he return'd 
ro his Mother, to bawl againſt Taxila, 
and haſten the Death of a Rival, whom 
he could not endure to fee pre- 
ferr'd before him. 

Undkan lo ardently ſollicited by per- 
ſons that had all Power over him, was 
quickly per{waded to a fatal Reſolution. 
Almundzar, whole Aﬀe&tion to Zimgu's 
Intereſt made him a watchtul Spy over 
all their Actions, perceiv d whar paſt in 
Undkan's Mind, and went to Advertiſe 
the King of Thibet of all. Then keeping 
no more meaſures, they diſpatch 'd Zers 
bin to aſſemble the Mogvls that lay near 
Cambalu, and Almundzar took the ſame 
Care for the Tartars that had declard 
In Zmos's Fayour. 

The King of Jartary delirous to a&t 
with ſome form of Juſtice, leſt he 


ſhould 
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ſhould draw upon himſelf the hatred of all 
the Earth, believ'd that it would be elteem'd 
a Crime great ecough ro condemn the King 
of the Mogols, that he was ſurpriz'd in the 
Night-time at the Gates of his Palace, in a 
delign to enter into it. Zamar made choice 
of the Judges, who according to her Inſtiga- 
tions condemn the 1lluſtrious Z2z»g# to loſe 
his Head within three Days. When the Sen- 
tence was pronounced , he was nothing 
mov'd: But the King of Thibet and Almunad- 
z4r, upon whom Generolſity had ſo power- 
ful an Influence, trembling for Horrour and 
Anger, reſolved to loſe all or ſave Zzngu. 
They aCted with ſo much diligence and fe- 
crecy, that they quickly torm'd a ſtrong 
Party , whom they diſpers'd through the 
Twelve Suburbs of the City of C ambalu, to 
appear in Arms, when it ſhould be time, 
and reſcue Xn2s trom Unadkan's Guards. 
King Ph:line made no {cruple todeclare him- 
ſelf Head ot his Defenders : He owed no- 
thing to Uzakan, and did nor violate any 
Right, in reſiſting one that endeavoured {0 
barbarous an Act of Injuſtice. 

The Noiſe of Zinz#'s Death reached the 
Princetle's Ears, who repented but too late, 
that ſhe had irritated the Jealouſly of I mu. 
She remained in the diſmal expeation. ol 
that Misfortune, ſhedding Tears in _ 

ance 
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dance with her dear ©Axione; and that fair 
Maid more touch'd than ever before ſhe had 
been, felt a Griet not much interiour to that 
of Taxila. 

The Day appointed for the Death of the 
King of the Mogols being come, the Streets 
were crouded with a multitude of People in 
the Moraing. He was to loſe his Life be- 
fore the Palace; and it was eaſie for them 
that deſign'd to ſave him, to conceal them- 
{clves 1n a Croud compoſed of all forts of per- 
ſons : The Scattold was erected before Z4- 
mar's Apartmcnt, that from her Chamber 
Windows ſhe might taſte the Pleaſure of 
that Spectacle . Undkan took his Place with 
Aamar, Timur, and the Kings of Un2, Ten- 
guth, C erauth, and Ergimul ) worthy Slaves 
of the Tartarian Queen. The Pcople beheld 
with Aſtoniſhment this Aſſembly of Sove- 
raigns in an Occupation ſo unbecoming their 
Royal Dignity ; whilit the afflicted T axes 
groan'd, or rather was ready to expire 1n the 
Arms of A+1one. 

Jamar who ſaw her Revenge ready to te 
exccuted, taſted the Delights that a barba- 
rous Soul uſually findeth in cruelty: The 
weak Unzkay {ulcred himſelf to be drawn 
away by the ſame Motions, and the unwor- 
thy Timur, that declared Enemy of Vertue, 
prepar'd himſeit tro bchold the Vittum ys 
they 
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they were going to ſacrifice to him, as He. 
roes would diſpoſe themſelves to the moſt 
generous Exploits; that is to ſay with a con- 
rented Mind, and a confident Countenance; 
and the Four Kings bound to Zamaer's Chair, 
ſerv*d for an Ornament to this unworthy 
Triumph. 

Not only did the King of Thibet, Almund. 
z4r, and ſome other Tartars bolder than the 
reſt, murmur againſt ſo black an Attempt: 
Amongſt the People and Souldiers were 
found ſome equitable Souls, ſenſible of the 
Merit and Innocency of 2:24, and who on- 
ly wanted Head to declare openly in his Fa- 
Vour. 

He was brought from the Gaol about 
Noon, that the Sun might light the Solem- 
nity : His Guards cauſed him to mount a 
Chariot that waited for him, and to add 
Diſgrace to Cruelty, the Executioner having 
tyed his Hands, plac'd himſelf beſide him. 

The contented Zymar look'd upon all this 
without changing Colour: Her Courage 
made all thoſe that ſurrounded her tremble; 
and many remembring they had ſeen him in 
thoſe Rencounters where he had acquir'd fo 
much Glory, bow'd down their Eyes, and 
ſigh'd mournfully, to behold fo great a Man 
fall by ſo deplorable a Blow. Never had ke 
appear'd with more Grace and Majeſty than 

in 
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in this unfortunate Condition: His Hands 
that had chain'd ſo many Kings, bore their 
Fetters without ſhrinking; he deſpiſed the 
Shame, and lifting up his Eyes to the Hea- 
vens; O, Taxila! aid he aloud, I offer my 
Life to you as heartily as I would have done 
che Empire ofthe Utverlſe, if it had been in 
my power : Receive it as a certain Proof 
of my faithful AﬀeCtion , and remember 
Rings. 

The Chariot in the mean time advanc'd, 
and every where might be ſeen a Deluge of 
Tears : The Men excited one another to ſave 
Zingis, the Women begg'd his Life, and even 
the Children gave marks of Tendernels. 

They drew near to the great Phce before 
the Palace, and the Croud divided themſelves 
at a place where the Street grew broader, to 


make way for the Chariot, when the King 


of Thiber ſtopp'd it. He would not ſuffer At 
mundzar totake up Arms, that he might have 
occaſion to att afterwards. Zerbin alone was 
with him, and uponthe firſt Signal they gave, 
the Mogols and Tartars opposd the Paſlage of 
the Guards. 

This ſo unexpeted an Obſtacle aſtoniſhed 
all the People: Zines himielf was ſurpriz'd 
with it. The firſt ching the King of 1h:ber 
did, was with one Blow of his Sword to cut 


off the Head of him that was to do the a 
mCcec 
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Office to the King of the 1Mogols, and to un. 
tye the Hands of that valiant Prince, My 
Lord, ſaid he, preſenting him with Arms, If 
you dy to Day, you ſhall not dye unaccom- 
panied, and it {hall be 1n a glorious manner, 
Receive this Service from a Man, who for 
being unknown unto you, 1s not the leſs in 

our [ntereſts. X22 took what Philing gave 

im, and ſaw himlielf quickly in a condition 
to carry Terrour through all: He ſtruck the 
Tertars therewith by his ſupernatural AQti- 
ons. Philing imitated him valiantly. Zerbin 
ſurpaſs'd himſelf. The DMogols ſeem'd to be 
ſo many Heroes ; and the T artars, who after 
what they had done could hope for no ſafety 
but from Z:g:s, did immolate their Coun- 
try-men that tavour'd Zamar's Deſign. In 
ſtcad of one Head that (ſhould have faln that 
Day, Rivers of Blood cover'd the Streets of 
Cambalu, Unakan not fearing this Surprizal, 
had thought a part of his Guards ſufficient to 
ſecure Z#22tis, and had not arm'd the old 
Bands of Souldiers that remain'd in the Sub- 
urbs; and ina few moments Ztn2zs's Party 
Cut 1a picces all thoſe that reſiſted them. 

But with what Eye did Zamar, Unata, 
and Timur behold this Rebellion ? Pride and 
Anger had almolt ſtifled the Queen. Uzatas 
was agitated with ſeveral Paſſions at once, 
and the cowardly King oi Texdur grew pat 
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for fear, not doubting but that he would be 
oblig?d to expoſe himſelf to Zingrs's Valour, 
which he had ſo often experimented. Zamary 
to no purpole excited the T artars with Cries 
and Promiſes, the feebler fort fled, and the 
braveſt durſt not advance. The Kings them- 
ſelves whoſe Submiſſions made her ſo haughs 
ty, ſtood unmoveable without attempting 
any thing. What, ſaid ſhe, beholding them 
at her Palace-Gate, in the preſence of five 
other Kings, ſhall a daring Criminal triumph 
over the Laws and our Authority, and pers 
haps load us with the Iron that he is freed 
from? O mad Fortune! how great is thy 
Fury and blindneſs this Day ? Theſe Words 
covered thoſe that heard them with confu- 
ſion : but ſhe had not the power to 1nſpire 
them with Courage. Unatan whole Satery 
was intcreſted in this Atiair, as well as his 
Glory; and who notwithltanding the num- 
ber of his Years, was perhaps the bravelt of 
all theſe Kings, went out, and the reſt. tol- 
lowed him: they ſent Orders to the Soul- 
diers toadvance, and led on thoſe that were 
able to bear Arms in the Palace. As Zrngrs 
and Philing were at the point of making 
themſelves Malters of the Place, the Pre- 
ſence of Vnadkaz rallyd thole that fled; but 
his Blood was quickly frozen when he beheld 
the Prodigics that thele two Kings per» 
torm'd. 
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form'd. Zingis knew him, and might have 
eaſily turn'd againſt him that admirable Va. 
lour, that had before done him ſo great Ser- 
vices ; but reſp:Qing him who had given 
life to the Princeſs, he turn'd his Sword elſe- 
where, when he ſaw a Knight that had joyn'd 
his Party ſome moments before, lift up his 
Arm to kill VUndkan. The generous Zingis 
not contenting himſelf to have ſpar*'d his Per- 
ſecuter, would yet defend him againſt his 
own Friends, and oppoſing himſelf to the va- 
liant Man that fought on his ſide; Stop, who 
ever thouart, ſaid he to him, and do not de- 
file thy Arms with the Blood of Taxils Fa- 
, ther. Undkan was no more {urpriz'd at this 
Attion than was the Unknown, to whom 
Examples of Vertue were tamiliar. All the 
World remark'd the proceeding of Zines, and 
Philine was ſo charm'd with ir, that his Af- 
fetion for {o great a Man augmented. The 
King of Tartary retir'd amonglt his Men pale 
and trembling, and 1n the mean time the old 
| Band of Souldiers, who were Quarter'd in 
the Suburbs, as we told you before, and who 
had time to make themſelves ready, came 
pouring 1n on all ſides. Afſoon as the cow- 
ardly T:msr ſaw them appear, he ſhouted 
for joy, and advanc'dat their Head ; but how 
dear did his boldneſs coſt him! Zingis who 
had appear'd ſo moderate in reſpect of the 


Prin- 
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Princeſſe's Father was not ſo in reſpe& of 
an inſolent Rival ; but violently leaping up- 
on him; - Thou ſhalt dye, without poſſeſſing 
Texile, {aid he, and thy Eyes ſhall not be 
Witneſſes of the death of Z:nzw. A Shower 
of Blows followed theſe Words, and the Son 
of Zamar fell down lifeleſs at the Feet of the $ 
King of the Mogols: His Fall overwhelm'd - 
the Heart of his Mother, who encouraged 
him from the Windows, with all that Grief 
and Rage hath moſt violent. She blaſphe- 
med Heaven and Men, and even revil'd her i 
Husband, falling into Convulſions, that be- 
token'd the cruelty of her Paſſions. 

Whilſt Zingis, Philing, Zerbin, the Un- 
known, and the Mzgols, with a part of the 
Tartars, compleated the Victory : Almund- 
zar {ccing the Princeſle's Apartment without 
Guards, run thither and found her frighted 
at the noife which ſhe heard, without knows 
ing the Caule thereof, Ah, Almundzar, ſaid 
ſhe to him |! Is the King of the 3ogols dead? 
No, Madam, anſwered the Tartar, and I 
hope you ſhall ſee him fhortly in a Condi- 
tion to put an end to all your Alarm ? Then 
he related to her all that had palt ; and ſeeing 
ſhe was no Lover of Blood, the Death of T:- 
mur did not pleaſe her, how great ſoever the 
Advantage was that ſhe receiv'd by it. But 
of all that which touch'd her in Favour of 
KL Lingis, 
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Lingis, nothing had ſo great an Influence up- 
on her as the glorious Action, which had af- 
torded the Tartars {o great a caule of Admi- 
ration. O Heaven ! ſaid ſhe, If Zrmges per. 
ſecuted and ready to ſuccumb under the pi- 
tileſs Sword of his Enemics, defendeth the 
Father of T'axila againſt thoſe whom Gene- 
roſity arm'd to fave him from the Fury of 
Undkan, what doth not ſhe owe to ſo ſtrong 
Marks of ſo pure a Love? Axione being in- 
tereſted for her Lover, and for a Prince 
whom ſhe tenderly lov'd, reafſumed Hope 
with the Princeſs; and they redoubled their 
Vows. 

Fortune had entirely declar'd againſt Zz- 
z7ar : The loſs of her dear 1zmur was tollow- 
cd with the Death of ſeveral thouſands of 
Soulgiers. The King of Cerguth, Tenguth, 
Erzimul and Ung tighting taintly with- 
out Valour and Courage, periſh'd by the 
Arms of Z7.inzis and Philing, and the T artars 
that came trom the Suburbs, were conſtrain- 
ed to give back. 

Ztngis had no deſign upon UVndtan's Crown, 
Seeing thar Prince {tunn'd with the Ditor- 
der re-enter his Palace, he embrac'drthe King 
of T hibet, with whom the afteQionate Zer- 
b:4 made him acquainted, and after having 
ſaid unto him all that a juſt Acknowleog- 
ment can dictate to a generous Heart, he 

rurn'd 
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turn'd toward the valiant Man that had 
fought with ſo much advantage, and ſeeing 
his Head diſcover'd, he knew him to be the 
Prince of Brema: Then it was that their 
mutual Embraces expreſs'd their Friendſhip. 
Lingis prais'd the Mogols and Tartars that had 
ſerv'd him, with all the attection that their 
Valour obligd him t@ His Friends adviſed 
him to go into the Palace ; but whatſoever 
Impatience he had to ſee Taxil/a, he judg'd 
that out of reſpe&t to her he ought not to 
leave Undkan,: and retir'd to the ſame Houſe 
where he had lain ſometime abſconded. Phi- 
ling and Omir accompanied him thither, and 
Zerbin took care of the remainder of the Mo- 
gols, Bur ſcarce had they been two Hours 
1a that place, when A/mundzar came to ſeek 
them. Come, valiant Princes, ſaid heto rhem, 
with immoderate tranſports of Joy, come 
and enjoy the Fruits of your Valour ; you 
have no more enemies to fear : Fury hath exe- 
cuted upon Zamar,what yourArms have done 
upon the reſt ; She is dead,and Unakay, treed 
trom the Bondage in which her Artifices had 
enthraPd him, recalleth that Vertue which 
ſhe had baniſhed our of his Soul, and with 
ardent Breathings defireth a Reconciliation 
with you. Theſe Words which in{pu”'d them 
with Hopes of an agreeable Revolution, did 
Not at firlt find a perteft belief in thole to 
| L 2 ___ whom 
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whom they were addreſgd ; but in the end, 
they were oblig'd to give Faith unto them, 
and follow Almundzar to the Palace. Peace 
was already re-eſtabliſhed there; all the Peo- 
ple made Vows for Zingis; there were none 
found lamenting for Zamar, and much leſs 
for her wicked Son. 

Coming to UVndkan,E.ims found there the 
Princeſs, and Philine the charming Axione: 
The King of Tartary with open Arms recei- 
ved the King of the Mogols, and that Prince 
humbled himſelf reſpectfully to receive his 
Embraces. Wall you forget the Cruelties 
that cover me with an eternal Shame? My 
Lord, ſaid he to Vzakzyn, and can you pardon 
me for what the unjuſt Empire, that a Wo- 
man had uſurp'd over my Weakneſs, hath 
made me commit againſt you, notwithſtand- 
ing the many Services that you had ſo gene- 
roully render'd unto me ? By your firſt Ati 
ons you merited the Crown of T artary, and 
all that you have added unto it; and by pre- 
ſerving my Lite for the ſake of Taxa, you 
deſerve allo that Princeſs: I give her unto 
you, Zinzis, and with her Tartary, and all 
that is ſubjected to my Scepter, being ſenſible 
of no other Pleaſure than in ſeeing you two 
Reign together. Ar theſe words he took the 
Princeſsby the Hand, who full of Joy receiv'd 
that of Zingis, My Lord, ſaid he to _— 

our 
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Your Goodneſs ſurpaſſeth infinitely my Hopes 
and the Merit of my Services. I receive with 
all due reſpect the precious Advantage of be- 
ing united to the Princeſs: but forthe Crown 
of Tartary, I will not joyn maine to it, but ro 
the end that I may make yau Maliter of both. 
Reign my Lord, Reign 1n Peace, and receive : 
my Homages. No, no, interrupted UVndkan, Fi 
[ have been King too long, ſince | have been 
guilty of ſo great Injuſtice in that quality : 
whilitI Reign 1n you, you ſhall Reign for me, 
and I will reap from thence both Pleaſure and 
Glory. Then he asked Pardon of the King 
of Thibet, prais'd his Generolity, and was per- 
tealy reconcil'd to him. But caſting his Eyes 
upon the Prince of Grema, who had not yet 
chang'd his Habits, he knew him to be thar 
terrible Man againſt whom Zzingis had de- 
fended him. He was ſomewhat mov'd at the Þ7 
ſight of him; but the riſing Vertue, which | 
begun to chaſe from his Soul all that ap- 
proaclyd to Vice, would not permit him to 
entertain any Reſentment. He embrac'd him 
then as he would have done a Son: The King 
of the Mogols would not ſufter you to take 
Vengeance on me, Omzr, {aid heunto him,and 
I will not find fault with one that attack'd 
mein ſo juſt a Cauſe. Omir anſwer?d with a 
great deal of ſubmiſſion. Almundzay received 
allo new Marks of Uzakar's Friendſhip, and 
L 3 thus 
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this King ſpoke with much {weetnels to all 
thoſe that took Arms for Zzngs. 

Mean-time Love triumph'd, and Ziagu 
and Taxila perceivd it mutually in theircon- 
tented Eyes, and received from one another 
the moſt tender Aſſurances thereof. Ph1ling 
told _Mxione all that he had ſuffered during a 
few Days abſence, and conjur'd that ſcrupu- 
lous perſon to be ſomewhat leſs fix*d in her 
Reſolutions, and to yield at laſt to make 
them happy. She thanked him for what he 
had done for Zingis; and after this firſt In- 
terview, the Princes having received ſome 
ſlight Wounds that had need to be look'd af- 
ter; went out together with _AM/mundzer: 
They were not conſiderable enough to oblige 
them to keep their Chamber, and they pre- 
par d themſelves to viſit the Princeſs, when 
the Prince of Brema ſpoke in this manner to 
the King of Thiber : 

I know not, my Lord, whether what hath 
happen'd unto me in your Dominions will 
draw upon me your hatred : I havecommit- 
ted a Faulr, and yet cannot be a Penitent. 
The Princeſs Thamarize is at Cambalu; it 1s 
T who brought her hither; but when you 
ſhall hear my Reaſons, you will perhaps par- 
don me. | 

This Diſcourſe aſtoniſh'd Philing : He did 


not doubt but Love had been the principal 
Agent 
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Agent in the Aﬀair ; and ſeeing he had not a 
Hearr diſpo#d to condemn that Paſſion, that 
had ſo great an Empire over him, ſceing the 
Prince of Brema's Worth, and knowing the 
Service that he had done to Axrioxe.  What- 
ſoever you have done, my Lord, replycd he, 
I am perſwaded that my Sitter iSoblig'd to 
you, and I being fo, in ſo touching a manner, 
believe that I am incapable to condema you: 
But fince T hamarize 1s at Cambalu, let us {ee 
her quickly, that ſhe may receive the Embra- 
ces of a Brother that hath always dearly lo- 
ved her. N 

Philing and Zingis would have accompa- 
nied Omir : but Almunazar pray 'd them not 
to ſtir, and ne went with that Prince to ſeek 
Thamarize,whom they immediately brought 
to Vnaran's Palace: The Brother and the 
Siſter gave to one another all the marks of a 
tender Friendſhip. Zizgis ſaluted the Prin- 
ceſs of 1 hibet, whoſe Beauty he admir'd, and 
Unalaz hearing of her Arrival, came to ſee 
her, that he might ſhew the greatneſs of his 
Reſpect for Timur, and would himlſclt lead 
her into an Apartment, whither Taxila and 
Axtone allo came. As foon as 1hamarize had 
laluted the Princeſs of Tartary, ſhe received 
Axtione with open Arms; and ſhe received 
her Careſles with a reſpe&ful tenderneſs. The 
King retir'd, and all the Company being de- 
L 4 lirous 
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firous to be inform*'d how Omir and Thama. 
7i2e werecome together, the Prince of Dre. 
2a, With the Princeſſes permiſſion, ſpoke in 
this manner totheſe Illuſtrious Perſons. 


The Hiſtory of 
OMIR and THAMIRIZE. 


Here are none but know that I have 

been unhappy trom the Cradle; the 

Son of a Prince Conquer'd and Subdu'd by 

the King of Tartarys Arms, without For- 

tune, having loſt all in that Revolution; and 

without hope to re-eltabliſh my Houſe, un- 

leſs by my own Courage, and the aſlt{tance 
of my Friends. 

Unakan did not neglect my Education; 
and ] muſt own my fclt oblig'd ro him, in 
that I was brought up as the Son of a Kang: 
but having attain'd to a more reaſonable Ape, 
Timer s Iniolency made me perceive that I 
was C:ly a Slave, he always treating me as 
his Inferiour, I bore all a great while, not 
knowing what to reſolve upon. The Arrival 
of Zingis into Tartary ſtay*d methere, by rea- 
ſon of the AﬀeCtion thar T bore to him: we 
made our firſt Campaign together; but at 
cur return from the War, not being able to 


ve under a Power Which Zamar's Authority 
TRE and 
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and Timurs Cred:t render?d unjuſt, I de- 
parted from Tartary without acquainting any 
with my Reſolution, and firſt vilited the un- 
fortunate Place whereT firſt ſaw light: Such 
{ad ObjeQs ſerv'd only to afflit me; I de- 
ſcended towards the South, and inſenſibly 
came into the Kingdom of 7hiber. 

I arriv'd at Kachez a little after the Kin 
had left it: Sadneſs reigned over all ; thoſe 
that govern d the State taking advantage of 
the King's Abſence, and of the ſmall Experi- 
ence that the Princeſs had in theſe great At- 
fairs, minded their own Profit, and uſurp'd 
too great an Authority. 

The firſt time I ſaw Thamirize was 1n the 
Temple, where ſhe was pertorming her De- 
votions : Her modeſt and melancholy Air 
render d her Beauty All-potent over my 
Heart : Iperceiv'd even then that I was be- 
ginning to fall in love, and I had not the 
torce to reſiſt this Diſpoſition. Having ſeen 
her a moment, I burn'd with a defire to ſee 
her again : bur how could I have Acceſs to 
her? Philing's Ablence made the Court foli- 
tary, and the Palace inacceſſible to Stran- 
gers. I was conltrain'd then to expect from 
Fortune the Occaſions of ſatisfying my ri- 
ling Paſhon, The Idea of Jhamirize never 
torſook me; I return'd intothe Temple, bur 
becauſc it was publick, ſhe came thither bur 
leldom. I 
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I learn, after a ſmall abode at Kachey, 
that ſince the King's departure, the Prince; 
livdretired: that Men had no accels to her, 
not thoſe even of the greatelt Quality, that 
ſhe ſpent her time in Reading, Walking, or 
ſome other Occupations of that nature. They 
whom I came acquainted with made a Por. 
traifture of her Humour, and charm'd me; 
they told me that ſhe was Generous, Pitiful, 
of an caſie Acceſs to thoſe that had Buſinek 
with her, witty-in Converſation, and inca- 
pable of doing an Injuſtice : She had ſeve- 
ral Maids of Illuſtrious Families about her, 
and this little Court, ſo ſevere to our Sex, 
inſpir'd my youthful Fancy with a deſign as 
odd as bold, but the only one that gave me 
Hopes of Succeſs: being of convenient Fea- 
tures, I reſolved to cloath my elf like a Wo- 
man. They wear their Habits ſomewhat 
looſe in Thibet, I caus'd ſome to be made pro- 

r for a Perſon of Quality, by means of a 
Girl whom I acquir'd, and who was faithful 
unto me. There was none but would have 
been deceiv'd with this Diſguiſe, even thoſe 
of my moſt familiar Acquaintance, there be- 
1ng nothing forc'd in my Actions, and my 
Face might have paſt for that of a handſome 
Maid. 

Over-joy'd that I had fala upon this Stra- 


tagem, I reſolved quickly to make an Eſſay, 
and 
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and in two Days having perfeAly accuſtom- 
ed my ſelf to at the Maid, I was ſhewed the 
way to the Palace-Garden, into which my 
Cloths eaſily obtain'd for me a permiſſion to 
enter. I walked there a great while alone; 
but at laſt Thamirize who was wont tocome 
thither daily, came at her uſual Hour, and 
paſt by nearthe place where | was: I ſaluted 
her reſpeQtfully; ſhe return'd my Salutation 
with an extraordinary Goodneſs; and after 
ſhe had walked fome. paces off, the Idea of 
my unknown Face ſtriking her Imagination, *'! 
ſhe asked of the Maids that followed her, | 
whether any of them knew me: They all an- 
ſwered in the Negative, and it being the 
will of Fortune, 'that the Princeſs ſhould find 
ſomething in me not unworthy of her Curi- 
olity, ſhe ſat down, and order'd one of her 
Maids to entreat me to come to her: I 0- 
beyed with a great Agitation, and T1 hamirize 
took it fora ſign of Modeſty, that which was 
only rhe Effect of my Love. Do not take it 
ill, faid ſhe unto me, with a graceful Sweet- 
neſs, that I am deſirous to know you: Your 
Meen is able to pre-occupy all thoſe that ſee 
you, in your Favour ; I wiſh I could be uſe- 
tul to you to teſtifie that I ſpeak ſincerely to 

you. 
Thele obliging Words pierc'd to the very 
bottom ofmy Heart, and filled it with a very 
| ſenſible 
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ſenſible Joy. I was indeed informid, Madam, 
replied I, that you was a Princeſs as Generous 
as Fair; and that the Maisfortunes of my 
Love would certainly be remedied by your 
Goodneſs, if I could once appear before you: 
I was Born in Zartary, Madam, and Educa- 
ted at Cambalu, with the Princeſs Taxa, be- 
ing of a Quality that procur'd me that Ho- 
nour. Certain deplorable Misfortunes oblig'd 
me to leave that Court, and Heaven con- 
ducted me to Thibet, where I abide, that I 
may evite greater Evils ; unknown to all 
your People, without Protection, and with- 
out Friends, I havealready paſt ſome ſad Days 
here : but, Madam, they will be hereafter 
more pleaſant, and the Happineſs thatI have 
this Day received, will make me forget all 
my paſt Pains. Thamirize looked upon me 
attentively all the while, I ſpoke, and offer- 
ing her hand to me with an Air full of Good- 
neſs ; IT am ſorry, ſaid ſhe to me, that For- 
tune hath been ſo ungrateful to your Merit, 
as to expole you to any croſs Adventures : but 
at the ſame time, I am glad that ſhe affordeth 
me an Occaſion to aſſiſt you. You may abide 
with us, and nothing that dependeth on us 
ſhall be wanting to make your Life calle. 

I ca(t my felt at the Princeſle's Feet, tran{- 
ported with Love and delight; and having 


thanked her tor the Favour ſhe did me, Ien- 
tertain'd 
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tertain'd her with a recital of my Adventure, 

as my Fancy at that inſtant diQtated to me, 

ſill keeping within the bounds of probabili- 
,and told her that my Name was Irm!ſe. 

This was the ſucceſs of my Stratagem of *'? 
Love: Iabode in the Palace among T hamiri- | 
z2's Maids, and forgot no Precautions that 
might ſerve to conceal my Secret, and to con- 
tinue me 1n a quiet poſſeſſion of the Advan- 
tage that I enjoyed. In a little time acquir'd 
a conſiderable rank in the Princefſe's Friend- 
ſhip; ſhe gave me a thouſand innocent 
marks thereof, and ſeem'd delighted to hear 
metalk : but my greateſt trouble was to hide 
my Love, which received new augmentati- 
ons every moment : I had this advantage in 
my Happineſs,that it did not excite any Envy 
againſt me, and that all Thamirize's Maids 
were my Friends. A/zine the Daughter of one 
Hildezar a Fugitive, and the cauſe of the | 
King's Abſence, did often bewail her Father's 
Crime before the Princeſs, who 1ntorm'd me 
that 1t was Ax/ome who had obliged theis Bro- 
ther to leave his Kingdom, and ſhe was not a 
little zoy'd, when I told her news of that 
lovely Axione. 

My greateſt care was not to abuſe the 
Princefle's Goodneſs, by allowing too great a 
liberty to my Eyes: I ſhunn'd her Preſence 
at thoſe Hours that Decency torbids us to ſee 
Women 
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Women in; I never went to her Chamber 
till ſhe was dreſs'd, and came out of it al. 
ways before they put her to Bed. 

In this manner then Ipaſt my timethe firſt 
Month ; but I could not expect to remain 
ſtill without trouble. The abſence of the Ki 
and H;jldezar, who was the moiſt conſiderable 
after that Prince, ſwelPd the Courage of ſeve. 
ral perſons, that dared not to pretend to any 
thing before. For believing that neither of 
them would ever return, and ſeeing the 
Princeſs deſtin'd to Reign after Ph:lizg, O- 
thrize and Benzide, who were of the quality 
of Princes, appeared in love with her, and 
declar'd it openly. The King had judged 
them capable to give advice to Thamirize, 
the youngelt of them being above 3o Years 
of Ape at his departure from Thibet, recom- 
mended unto them the State, and a Siſter 
whom he dearly loved, and they made a ty- 
rannical uſe of this Recommendation. 

Though Thamirize was deſirous to ſhun 
all Men, theſe two had Priviledges that ſhe 
could not oppoſe: As ſoon as they knew one 
another to be Rivals, Jealouſie ſer them at 
odds ; they had both Pride and very little 
Merit; and a Soul ſo delicate as that of the 
Princeſs could not be touch'd in their Favour.

My Lord, ſaid I to Benzide, who was oldeſt, 
and as I believ'd, wiſeſt, the Princeſs is too 
judicious her ſelf to ask Advice of me con- 
cerning your Propoſals: but though ſhe 
ſhould do it, and addseſs her ſelf to me, I $ 
would ſend her back toconſult her own Heart ' 
and Reaſon, which are alone capable to regu- | 
late the Sentiments of ſuch a Perſon as ihe 
But ſeeing you honour me with your Confi- 
dence, permit me to tell you, that of the hu- 
mour I take her to be, declared Lovers wall 
meet with no good Reception from her, eſpe- 
cially in the King's abſence. Philixg replied, 
Benzide will never return to Kachen, and the 1 
cauſe that carried him hence will doubtleſs 
prove his ruine : It is not that which per- 
plexeth me, and all the cauſe of my diſquiet, 
Is, that Iam ignorang of the difference that 
Thamirize putteth between Othrize and me. 
| believe, ſaid I, that ſhe putteth none at all. 
Well then, continued Benzide, not well fati{- 
hed with me, I muſt make a difference, and I 
hope ſhall be able enough todo it. Heleft me, 
and the Princeſs perceiving that he weat 
away 
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away v4, approach'd to reſcue me out of 
a thoughtfulneſs into which this Diſcourſe 
had put me. Are you my Rwal, [rmiſe, ſaid 
ſhe to me ſmiling, and hath Benzzde been 
making a Love-declaration to you? Ah ! how 
would [ be obliged to your Beauty, it it had 
freed me from his Importunities: I am only 
Benzide's Confident, Madam, anſwered 1]; 
He ſolicites me to promote his Intereſt with 
you, and wiſheth that I could render him a- 
greeable unto you. My dear Irmiſe, replied 
the ſighing, 1] fear Bez<iaeand Othriz will per- 
plex me ſadly. Nor was this Fear groundleſs, 
and never two ambitious Men pulh'd their 
Timerity to a greater height. 

 Forme, Iliv d with more equitable but no 
leſs diſquieting Deſires: The Bzautics of 
Thamirize flatter'd the preſent time, but they 
gave me no Hopes for the tuture, I was guilty 
of deceiving her by a criminal Artifice ; and 
however pure my Intentions were, I had 
cauſe to believe that ſhe would not leave my 
Fallacy unpuniſhed. After I had ſatisfied 
bliadly the, firſt motiogs of my Love, thele 
Reflections rack'd my Soul; the leaſt look of 
the Princeſs alarm'd me; I ſtill fancied that 
ſhe read the Truth ia my Heart, and that ſhe 
had diſcover'd my.Sex. This plung'd me 1nto 
ſo protound a Mclancholy,that I was often in 


a doubt whether I ſhould declare my pg 
an 
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and expoſe my ſelf to her juſt Indignation, 
and receive the Puniſhment thar 1 merited, 
or baniſh my ſelf from her, and preſerve my 
Crime eteraally ſecret. Theſe Agitations 
made a great impreſſion both on my Body 
and Mind. Thamirize who lov'd me, percet- 
ved this alteration with Grief. Irmi/e, {aid ſhe 
to me, one Evening, when I was alone with 
' | her, Iam thinking on you, though I believe 
you do not think on me. Ir 1s doubtleſs the j 
| {| Fortune that brought you into Thiber, that 
inſpireth you with that Melancholy, which 
I cannot ſee without trouble, and which -F 
' | wiſh [ was able to remove at any rate. Ma- 
| dam, replied I, Since you have {weetned,or V, 
rather fix'd that. cruel Fortune, which croſt 
: | my tenderer Years, it is impoſſible that I can 
be onemoment without thinking on my Ob- | 
ligations to you. Alas, Madam! I am far 
| | from being guilty of the Crime of not think- | 
| | ng upon you, andif you had never another 
to reproach me with, I would perhaps be leſs 
| | diſquieted, I bluſh'd in pronouncing theſe 
, | words. Thamirize perceiv'd it , and look'd 
e | upon me fixedly ; but not comprehending 
any thing of the myſtery : I do not believe, 
replied ſhe,that any thing can make you paſs 
tor guilty in my eſteem: But, Irmi/e, ſpeak 
lincerely, and if you defire my ſatisfaCtion, 
tell me why you languiſh ? If there appear- 


th any Firein your Eyes, you look as i you

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deſign'd to hide it. I never ſurprize you but 
ſighing ; you ſometimes look up to Heaven 
in a {uppliant manner 3 you ſeem'd diligent 
in ſerving me at the beginning of our ac- 
quaintance, and now methinks my Preſence 
troubleth you. You are free here, and I did 
not'give you a Sanctuary with a delign to 
conſtrain you : But, my dear Irmiſe, added 
the ſmiling, and ſtretching out her hand ob» 
ligingly to me, you mult diſcover your Mind 
to me. I believe you ar64n love, and that 
ſome Llluftrious Tartar poſſeſſeth that Heart, 
in which I am deſirous to have a little room. 
During this Diſcourſe I was a hundred times 
temptedto declare my elf, but conſidering 
that Thamirize would then perhaps ſhew me 
as much Severity, as ſhe had hitherto done 
Sweetnels, I impriſon'd my Love once more, 
and endeavour'd to compoſe my ſelf. 

It any one had a larger ſhare in my Heart 
than the Princeſs of Thiber, anſwer'd I, I 
would never perhaps have ſcen her, and be- 
ing of the humour I am of, I could hardly 
leave the place where] was taid by ſo ſtrong 
a tye. I do not ſay, continu'd I, that my Soul 
is 2ttogether void of Tenderneſs, and that 15 
perhaps the cauſe of my languiſhing Groaos. 
i don't doubt, laid Thamariſe,more perplexd 
than before, but you are capable to make 2 
good} choice, and uponthis account, [ promile 


io be always favourable to im that hath the 
Hap- 
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Happineſs to pleaſe you: And what would 
you iy, Madam, replied I, You that have fo 
much Reaſon and Wiſdom, it you tound a 
Girl reſolute enough to love, and ſo bold as to 
own it. I wouldnot condemn her tor a Free- 
dom that I had forc'd her unto, anſwered 
Thamirize ; and ſceing there may be a lawful 
Tenderneſs, I would not eſteem her the leſs: 
Since you approve in me, replied I, a Paſſion 
which ſo many condemn ; one would be tem- 
pted to think that a Prince worthy of you 
by his Merit and Perſon, might one Day 
have the Honour to touch you. *Tis true, 
continu'd Thamirize with a modeſt Bluſh;that 
I do not feel my ſelf incapable of loving an 
extream lovely Obje&; and you lee, /rmiſe,lee- \ 
ing I love you; thatI am not inſenſfible. Ah, 
Madam ! cried I out, The Love with which 
you honour me, wonld not ſatisfie an amorous | 
Prince; and I know ſome that would not be 
contented with it, as precious as 1t 15. Seeing 
you have travell'd through Paths that are as 
yet unknown ro me, added the Princeſs, you 
are able to give me a Leſſon: But, Irmiſe, 
ſince it isnotin favour of Bexz:/d and Othrize, 
that I deſign to make ule of your Skill, we 
mult expect ſome other occaſion. 

I was not ſorry that I had found a pretext 
to cover my Melancholy : I fufter'd  Thami- 
ri2e to believe that I was 1n love, and. after 
this diſcourſe ſhe ask'd me no morequeſtians. 
\ # Aboug 
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About this time the two Rivals redoubled 
their Importunities, and began to form Par- 
ties under-hand in Thibet: On this Occaſion 
it was that I admir'd the inconſtancy of the 
People. Thus Philing had only left Kachen 
for a Voyage , his ungrateful Subjefts no 
ſooner ſaw he was gone, but _ flatter'd the 
Ambition of the two Ulurpers, declaring that 
they would not live without a King,and that 
the Princeſs to Reign alone, the hope of Re- 
ward embolden'd intereſted Souls, and Tha- 
mirize's Lovers had but too many Abettors. 

They had managed their Plots fo cloſely, 
that we could not foreſee what happen'd: 
Theſe two Men inſpir'd by the ſame Intereſt, 
acted in the ſame manner ; and one Morning 
when the Princeſs was in the Garden with her 
ordinary Train, that is to ſay, fome of her 
Guard and her Maids, we faw Benzide ap- 
proaching at the Head of many armed Men, 
with as proud an Air as if he had been march- 
ing onſome glorious Expedition ; and Othrize 
appear'don the other {ide with an equal num- 
ber of Perſons, and a like Arrogancy. Ah, Ir- 
miſe | ſaid the Princeſs unto me, What is the 
cauſe of the coming of theſe Princes to Day, 
and what do they ſeek for with ſo many ar- 
med Men and Souldiers? I had already guel- 
ſed at their Deſign; I did not doubt but that 
they intended to make themſelves Maſters 
- of 1hamirize's Liberty, and being reſolved to 
| periſh 
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periſh for her ſake ; be not frighted, Madam, 
replied I, Heaven doth not protect Violence, 
and you are not ſo farabandon'd to their Fu- 
ry, as you perhaps fear. As I finiſhed theſe 
Words, they both drew near to the Princeſs: 
but it was not to her that they ſpoke. What 
come you to ſeek for here, ſaid Benzzde to 
Othrize? And what Buſineſs do you pretend 
here, replied the laſt ? I perceive that both 
our Deſigns are the ſame: Let us fight for 
Thamarize, {ince it is by Arms that we mult 
decide our quarrel. Then did they begin to let 
fly at one another,with more fury than skill ; 
and as long as they exerciſed their Valour in 
this manner, I remain'd an uſeleſs Spectator 
of their Combat. But Orhrize more happy 
than Benzzde, laid him along at his Feet dan- 
gerouſly wounded, and putting his Enemies 
to the rout, run to ſeize upon the Princeſs. 
Then it was that I begun to feel what I was, 
and no conſideration could retain me. Will 
you ſuffer your Princeſs to be captivated,ſaid 
| to the Guards, and will you not rather dye, 
than ſhew your ſelves ſo baſe and treacherous? 
Othrize's Party was ftrong, for he had loſt iew 
Men, and Thamarize had but a ſmall number 
of her Guards with her : but not contenting 
my ſelf with animating them by Words, bur 
deſirous to give them an Example, I [aid hold 
on a Dead-mans Sword, and notwithſtanding 
that my Habit cumber'd me, I fought with 
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an ardour that aſtoniſh'd the Princeſs.He that 
had oiten fought for indifferent Intereſts with 
ſome Advantage, could not be {low 1n defeat- 
iovg 1 bamirize's Enemies, who full of Fear, 
and ſurrounded with her Maids, look'd upon 
that which ſhe elteem'd a Prodigy. The 
Guards believ'd that it was an Aid miracu- 
louſly ſent from Heaven, and beſtirr'd them- 
ſelves with the greater Bravery: I ſhed a 
great deal of Blood; this could nor be done 
without loſing ſome of my own, and coming 
up cloſe to Othrize, I wounded him in ſeveral 
P aces; but as he fell pierc'd with my ſtrokes, 
is Party yielding to the Valour of the Guards, 
one that was full of Aﬀection to Orhrize be- 
Ing mortally wounded and mad to find him- 
ſelf in the Agony of Death, came behind me 
and thruſt his Sword quite through my Body, 
This grievous Blow ſent me to the Ground 
alſo, and the Earth that receiv'd my Body, 
made the Sword that ſtuck in it fall out. 
The Princeſs ſaw her ſelf without a Pro- 
| teQtor and Enemies both at once ; Compal- 
| fionating my Misfortune, and believing my 
| Death catiin, ſherunthrough dead and dy- 
ing Men, and finding me in a condition wor- 
thy of her Tears,ſhe ſhed them in abundance. 
Irmiſe, ſaid ſhe unto me, my dear Irmiſe, Why 
did you precipitate your ſelf into Danger ? If 
my Repoſe be purchas'd at the rate of your 
Life, I ſhall never enjoy it with Delight. 1 
am 
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am not worthy of Life, an{wer'd I, with a 
feeble Voice, and the Blood that I give to a- 
tone for my Crime, is not ſufficient to waſh it 
away. Withdraw, Madam, think on your 
own Safety, and leave the unhappy Omir 
Prince of Brema, who hath abus?d your Good- 
neſs, but dyeth adoring you, and who never 
would have done you any Offence, if he had 
not lov'd you too ardently. I could not ſpeak 
any longer; Thamirize believed I was dead, 
and, as (be ſince told me,was more lenlible of 
Griet than Anger. 

Benzide & Othrize were dangcroufly woun- 
dep, but not killd : Their Creatures took care 
of them, and by the Princefſe's order I was 
carried into an Apartment of the Palace : E- 


very one was aſtoniſh'd, when they were in- | 


form'd of my Sex; but of all thoſe that were 
in the Princeſſe's Intcrelſts, not one endea« 
vour'd to incenſe her againlt me. 

he complain'd highly of the Violence of 
thetwo Princes; bur iceing they had pre- 
occupied the Spirits of the People, and ere 
long were out of all danger, and ma condi- 
tion to begin their Perſecutions atreſh ; Her 
Words were in vain, and ſhe ſaw that the 
baſeneſs of the people would abandon her to 
their Ambition. My Cure went on more 
ſlowly, becauſe I ſuffer'd more : They doubt- 
ed even at firſt whether I could eſcape. In the 
mean time my reſtleſs Anxiety was very cru- 
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el : Ididnot ſee the Princeſs, andI could not * 
perſwade my ſelf, that ſhe had any more In. 
tereſt in me, but I was very carefully tended 
in the mean time. 

When TI was altogether out of danger, and 
in a condition to entertain a Diſcourſe, 1ha- 
mirize came one Evening to the Chamber 
where I lay with her Maids: I did not ex- 

& her, and I never was ſo much mov'd. 
When I had ſaluted her as reſpeCtfully as the 
preſent poſture I was in could permit me,ſhe 
late down,and after ſome moments of ſilence; 
You have deceived me, my Lord, ſaid ſhe, 
and a more furious perſon than I would 
doubtleſs have made a noiſe if they had recei- 
ved ſuch an Offence: but you have ſerved me, 
andT am willing to forget ſo great an Injury 
in conſideration of ſo conſiderable a Service. 
Theſe are my Sentiments, my Lord ; but 
how can I juſtifie my ſelf to the Publick ? 
Who can believe that you have liv'd diſguis'd 
in the Palace without my knowledge ? And 
what will the King my Brother rhink of 
ſuch an Adventure , when he ſhall be in- 
torm'd of it? Ah, my Lord! How much 
Vexation would you have ſpared me, 1t you 
had been more circumſpett. 

All that the Princeſs {azd was ſo full of E- 
quity, that it could not bur inſpire me with 
a true Remorſe : She ſaw in my Contuſion 
that I was a ſ{uppliant Criminal; I dare lay 

nothing 
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nothing in my own juſtification, Madam,an- 
{wer'd I, when ſhe had left off ſpeaking; I am 
guilty, and will ſuffer without Complaint 
all the Puniſhments to which your juſt Re- 
ſentment may condemn me. "They that are 
acquainted with the Power of Love, will per- 
haps have ſome Indulgence for me, but I can 
expe none from you, and I mult dye for 
your SatisfaQtion. What cauſe ſoever of Vex- 
ation you have given me, interrupted Thami- 
riſe, I demand no ſuch Reparation. Live, my 
Lord,and think only on your Departure from 
Thibet,where I can ſuffer you no longer with- 
_ out ſhame. And you are not revengeful, in- 
terrupted I next,in chooſing for me a Punilh- 
ment ſo great as that of Abſence. If you will 
condemn me to it, I muſt obey,but it will cer- 
tainly kill me ; ſince that I might ſee you, I 
adventur'd even to offend you, itis beyond all 
doubt that my Life is bound up 1a that Plea- 
ſure. After all, Madam, I will notwithſtand- 
ing be gone, and at this very moment, if my 
Strength would permit me. No,no, my Lord, 
replied the Princeſs, with a leſs imperious 
Air, recover your Health firſt, and when that 
1s done, we ſhall determine the time of thar 
Departure that diſquieteth you. She left me 
qa Words,and paſs'd the Night pretty 
calmly, 

The Sight of the Princeſs had ſuch an In- 
fluence upon me,that in a little time I left my 
Bed, 
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Bed, and then my Chamber: but in another 
Figure than that of a Maid, notwithſtanding 
the Fury and Jealouſy of Benzide and Othrize, 

I went to fee the Princeſs trembling, and 
ſhe ſeem'd to beſo full of Confuſion, that the 
trouble that I had occaiion'd to her, gave 
me a new Vcxativn. The Habit they had 
brought me was handſom, and ſet me off to 
the beſt advantage: I hada great deal of Love, 
Fear, and Reſpect. This was a happy moment 
for me, and 1 hamirize granted to my ardent 
Supplications a Pardon, without which it 
was impoſſible for me te live; and though 
ſhe did not Treat me as ſhe had done Irmiſe, 
I was nevertheleſs well ſatisfied, 

They who ſaw me abide 1n Kachen, and 
were of the party of my Rivals, believed that 
really the Princeſs had had a hand in my Dil- 
guiſe. But Othrize and Berzide openly decla- 
red themſelves my Enemies, and publickly 
{wore my Ruine. They had ſeen me defend 
my Life ſo well that they had no mind to at- 
tack me without advantage. In the end, my 
Lord, their Factions were ſo powerful, and 
their Parties grew furious to that height, as 
to pretend to force the- Princeſs to make a 
Choice. It was to no purpole to repreſent that 
the Royal Authority was encroach'd upon 1n 
Philing's abſence ; her Words were too weak 
a Bridle to reſtrain ſo ungovernable boldneſs, 


and the two Princes agreed, that for _

perhaps judge intereſted, but is nevertheleſs 
very ſincere. Intruſt your ſelf to my Reſpe&t; 
let us depart from 'ſhibet : let us go into Tar 
tary, where the King your Brother will have 
doubtleſs found Axioze; and after we have 
put you in a ſecure Place, it will be cafie for 
us to come and puniſh your unworthy Sub. 
jeas. Thamirize ſtarted a thouſand Difficnl- 
ties which my Reaſons ſurmounted ; and in 
ſpite of the great number of Spies that 
watch'd over her, I took ſo juſt and happy 
meaſures, that weeſcap'd out of Kachen with- 
out any trouble, and afterwards got out of 
| Thibet, bringing along with us only one of the 
Princeſſe's Maids, and twenty Men for a Con- 
voy. By diligent Pains, and differcnt Paths 
we enter'd into Tartary; the Princeſs bore 
with courage the Fatiguesof a long Journey, 
and Yeſterday in the Evening we arrived at 
Cambalu, where hearing of the Tragedy that 
was like to be ated, Iimmediately determi- 
ned to expoſe my Life for that of Zingis. Be- 
hold, my Lord, ſaid Omir to Philing, I haye 
told you my Crinie, and the ſtate in whian 
we left Thiber. The 
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The Brother of Thamerize did tenderly embrace 
her Loyer,& thank'd him in expreſſions full of gra. 
titude for what he had done for her : The Comma. 
tions in Thiber did not much diſquiet him, being 
perſwaded that Benzide and Othrize whom be knew, 
would deſtroy one another. 

Omir charm'd with his happineſs taſted perfeCt joy 
at the feet of Thamarize, who now ſuffer'd without 
Conſtraint and AﬀeCtion to appear that was autho- 
riz'd by the King her Brother. All Zings*s thoughts 
run upon Taxa, and Phil;ng ſtill in vain ſolicited 
the obſtinate Axione to make him happy. 

Undkan recover?'d from his Fury, look*d upon the 
Death of Zamar and that of Timur, as Eftets of 
the Juſtice of Heaven : Finding himſelfthen freed 
from the Empire of the proud Queen, he repented 
of hix Weakneſs, and renouncing theſe Grandeurs 
which had only ſerv'd to enable bim to execute his 
Injuſtice; his only deſire was to abandon them to 
Zeng and Taxila, for whom he was then ſenfible 
of a true Tenderneſs. 

W hilſt the three ſatished Lovers entertain'd the 
three faireſt Perſons of the World, with what they 
feit for them ; the careful Almundzar was raziffe 
Zamar out of theremembrance of Undkan, by Dil- 
courſes full of Vertue. 

The King of T artery order'd Preparations to be 
made with a Royal Magnificence for the Solemnity 
of the Marriage of Zings and Taxila, and the Ce- 
remony of their Coronation. Six Diadems were in 

one day added to the Crown, and the Valour of Zin- 
' g# promis?d a great many-others. Almundzer was 
agreeably occupi'd with theſe Cares ; and one Day 
as he was in the Place before the Palace, where he 
was cauſing toereCt a ſplendid Triumphal Arch, in 
liku of the unworthy Scaffold, that a little before 

| was 
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was to be ſeen in that Place ; he was accoſted by a 
Man, whoſe Meen ſurpriz'd him. He was Old but 
Venerable. My Lord, faid he unto him, Since all 
the Power here is in your Hands, js is to you that I 
addreſs my ſelf, to obtain for me a moments Audi- 
ence of the King of the Mogols, ro whom I muſt 
impart mafters of yery great Importance. Almwnd- 
zar full of Zeal for all that concern'd Zings, car- 
ried the old Stranger without delay to Taxile's 
Chamber, where the King of the Aogols was with 
Philing, Omir, Thamarize, and Axione. 

As ſoon as the old Man had caſt his Eyes upon 
the laſt of them, he appear*d Planet-ſtruck : Great 
Gods, cry*d he out, tranſported with Joy ! it is then 
true that you reſtore unto me that Princeſs whom 
1 loſt in Thibete. O Axione! O Zenelie! Who 
would have ſaid that ever | ſhould ſee you again? 

His Exclamation ſurpriz'd this Illuſtrious Com- 
pany : But the Stranger continued thus, and ad- 
dreſſing himſelfto Zings ; My Lord, faid be unto 
him, This fair Axione, whom you behold, is the 
Princeſs Zenelie your Siſter, who was taken away 
violently from the Queen your Mother,by a Troop 
of Robbers of the Tarrarian Mountaineers, in a cer- 
tain Voyage that ſhe made : But muſt demonſtrate 
this Truth unto you in a more orderly method. 

I ama Mogol, my Lord, born a Subject to the 
King your Father, and ſery?d the Queen in one of 
the principal Charges of her Houſe : 1 follow?d her 
1n the Voyage I ſpoke of, which the languiſhing 
Condition of her Health oblig'd her to undertake. 
She would carry the young Princeſs along with her, 
for ſhe could not endure to be ſeparated from her : 
In traverſing a Foreſt , theſe cruel Men, in number 
much ſurpaſling us, forc'd us to yield to them, and 
took Zenelie away with thew, whom they were cali- 
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ly able to carry off: The Queen was over-whelm'q 
with Grief, and I with ſeveral great Wounds :1 he- 
| wail'd her Misfortunes, and upbraided my ſelf with 
| Weakneſs. As foon as I was curd, 1 madea Vow 
# totake no reſt till I had found Zerelie;, and leaving 
the afflited Queen, | viſited all the Places where [ 
believ'd | might hear News of the Raviſhers of Ze. 
nelie. More than two years)paſt over in this manner, 
and I was inform'd by Fame of the Death of the 
Queen of the Moge!s: 1 wander?d about till, ha. 
ving no Family at Holz, and one Day, more happy 
than the reſt, I rencounter?d in Thiber the Captain 
of theſe Robbers thar had carried away Zenelie, and 
that Princeſs her ſelf with him, I eaſily knew her; 
but ſhe did not retain any Idea of me. I ask*d thar 
Robber what he pretended to do with a Child that 
was none of his. He anſwer?d me with Diſdain, 
and ſeveral times calPd her Axione. Wearied with 
ſpeaking to him in vain, being then as well accom- 
panied as himfelf, I fought him, and we reduc'd 
one another into ſuch a condition, that Arione a- 
lone remain*d ſtanding. Se was then in the ſeventh 
year of her Age. There arrived a great many per- 
ſons on Horſe-back, who in all probability carried 
away Axione or Zenelte. For me, I loſt my Senſes, 
and lay long in that condition : but ſome men that 
| Iiv*d in the bottom of the Foreſt, where they kept 
þ | ſome Flocks, came to the place where I was, and 
| finding me yet warm, carried-me to their Cave. [ 
was there more than ſix Months before | conld ſtand 
upright; having only the advantage of ſome +1m- 
ples for my Cure. I was even conftrain'd for want 
of Strength, to live many years in that Defart : | 
Inſenſibly accuſtom'd my ſelf to it. But when Time 
hadre-eſtabliſh*d me in better Health, | forſook the 


Foreſt, in which my Weakneſs had buried = ſo 
Ong. 
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long. I ſearch*d, I run through a thouſand places , 
but at length, hearing that there was at Cambalnan 
nnknown Maid call'd Ax:one, I came hither. I bave 
ſeen her, and | find that ſhe is Zenelze, ſo like the 
Queen her Mother, that one cannot obſerve the leaſt 
difference between them. Then Metaphanes ſhew?d 
them a Picture of the Queen of the Mogols, which 
he had ſtill preſerv'd; and although it had been 
done for Ax:one, it could ngt have reſembl'd her 
more perfeftly. All the Circumſtances of her For- 
rave correſponding exactly with that of Zenelie, no 
body doubted but that ſhe was the Princeſs of the 
Mogols. Zings embrac'd a thouſand times this ami- 
able Siſter, who return'd his Careſſes with tender- 
neſs, Taxila and Thamirize teſtified their ſenſible 
Joy to Zenelie by all that could expreſs it, and Phi- 
ling tranſported, threw himſelf at her Feet. Zing 
aſſur*d him that ſhe was his, and the young Princeſs 
did not contradict this 1lluſtrious Brother. 

Unagkan was inform*d of this Diſcovery, and Me- 
taphanes told him the particulars thereof. In the 
end, Joy reſounded over all the Palace, and the 
wilt'd for time that was to unite theſe ſix perſons, 
Was COme. 

That great Day was pompouſly folemniz'd: Ne- 
ver fo much Splendor and Riches appear*d at one 
time.

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preſs Taxila perform'd the ſame Honour to Ze. 
nelie and Thamarize, The People without ceaſing 
repeated the Names of Zings and Taxila,and Plez. 
ſures ended the famous Day. Undkan would no 
longer undertake the Charge, or retain any marks 
of his Dignity, leaving all in the hands of perſons 
that ſo juſtly deſerved theſe Honours. Not long 
after they were inform'd, as Philing had foretold, 
that Benzzde and Othrize had periſt?d in their Di- 
viſion, and Ambaſſadors from Thzibet came to aſſure 
Philing that his Sublefts remain*d conſtant in their 
Allegiance to him : He ſtay'd in Tartary at Zingu's 
deſire; as did alſo Omir with the Title of King of 
Brema. Zingis enlarg?d very much the Limits of 
Thibet,and teſtified by his Liberality to the Princeſs 
his Siſter, how dear ſhe was unto him. VUndkan dy'd 

not long after, and was lamented, for the laſt of 
his Aftions bad aboliſh'd the Remembrance of the 

reſt. [n fine, Zingis founded the moſt puiſant Em- 

pire in Aſa, and render*d his Name ſo Famous, that 

all the Univerſe was filPd with it : He ſubdued n- 

dia, Perſia, and all that is between the Tigris and 

Vol:za. Philing and Omir ſhared in his Glory, and 

follow?d him 1n his happy Expeditions. Almundzar 

was conſider'd according to his Deſert. Metaphanes 

dy'd for Joy, having ſeen Zenelie Queen of Thiber. 

Zerbin receiv'd the Recompences due unto his Fide- 

lity, and theſe Princes full of Days and Honour, left 

behind them a numerous and glorious Poſterity. 
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
